Nick Wey (Kaw), Chad Pederson (Hon), 
Charley Bogard (Suz) and defending 
champ Buddy Antunez (Suz) were the 
big winners at the second and third 
rounds of the National Arenacross Series 
held at the Pepsi Arena in Albany, New 
York, November 12-13. Wey scored the 
win ahead of Denny Stephenson (Suz) 
in the 125cc Pro class on Friday, while 
Pederson topped Pedro Gonzelez (Kaw) 
in the 250cc class. On Saturday, Bogard 
scored his first-ever arenacross win over 
Antunez in the 125cc class, while 
Antunez came back to win the 250cc. 
Gonzalez currently owns the series 
points lead over Stephenson, 124-116. 


Antron Brown (Suz) claimed his third 
NHRA Pro Stock Bike National win of 
the season when he defeated a red-light- 
ing Craig Treble in the Automobile Club 
of Southern California NHRA Finals at 
the Pomona Fairplex in Pomona, Califor- 
nia, on November 14. In related news, 
Matt Hines (Suz) claimed his third suc- 
cessive NHRA Winston championship 
title in the class after series rival Angelle 
Seeling lost to Greg Underdahl (Suz) in 
the second round of eliminations. By 
winning his second-round race against 
Tony Mullen (Suz), Hines was able to 
retain the crown. 


Shane Watts (KTM) and Mike Healey 
(Kaw) ran rampant at the fourth re- 
installment of the classic Elsinore Grand 
Prix on November 13-14 in Lake Elsi- 
nore, California. Watts won Saturday's 
125cc and 250cc races, but it was Healey 
who reigned victorious at the end of the 
premier Hamel 100 on Sunday. Healey 
who led two of Saturday's events before 
breaking down, turned his luck around 
during the 26-lap feature race to lead 
Watts and Dave Ondas (Kaw) across the 
finish line. Scott Myers (KTM) won the 
Open race. Not to be outdone by the suc- 
cess of his riders was KTM front man 
Scot Harden, who beat out Brent 
Wallingsford and Marty Moates among 
others in the Legends race. 


Two-time World Champion Valentino 
Rossi has signed to ride a Honda 
NSR500 in the 2000 500cc World Cham- 
pionship Road Race Series. Aprilia 
announced that it had lost Rossi to 
Honda with a press release on Novem- 
ber 8. "After many negotiations, Valenti- 
no Rossi has decided to continue his 
career with another constructor in the 
500cc class. Aprilia thanks Valentino 
Rossi for these four years together and 
we hope to see Vale at the top also in this 
new challenge." Rossi has signed a two- 
year contract with Honda Europe, with 
Honda Italy playing a big role in the 
contract negotiations. Reportedly, 
Rossi's deal with Honda will pay him 
only half of what Aprilia offered him to 
stay. Rossi's crew will be headed by 
Australian Jeremy Burgess, the current 
crew chief for Mick Doohan and the for- 
mer head mechanic for both Freddie 
Spencer and Wayne Gardner - a move 
that throws even more doubt into 
Doohan's future plans. "Im very 
happy," Rossi said. "I talked with 
Honda about the possibility to have a 
real factory NSR, not a supported bike, 
and Honda [gave] me a lot of guaran- 
tees. Further, I will have the support of 
Jeremy Burgess, the chief mechanic that I 
had requested during the whole negotia- 
tion. Now I'm very excited, but I have 
also a lot of fear. I want to test the bike as 
soon as possible because I have a lot of 
things to know about 500 and NSR. I 
want to thank Aprilia because they give 
me top bikes in the last four seasons and 
I won a lot of races and two world titles. 
If I’m in 500 with a top machine, I must 


also thank Aprilia. I cannot say if in the 
future Rossi and Aprilia will be together. 
I cannot exclude anything." 


Commenting on Rossi's move to 500cc 
Grand Prix racing, Marlboro Yamaha's 
Max Biaggi said: “I’m very happy that 
Rossi decided to move to 500. It's a very 
difficult decision for any rider. Now 
Valentino has entered into the adult 
world, because the 500 [class] is the main 
category. To race in 500, he will have to 
be an adult. To race in 500 is a pleasure, 
but there's also pressure. Do you 
remember Kevin Schwantz, Wayne 
Rainey and also Mick Doohan? Pleasure 
and pressure - this is reality. I hope to 
have a very interesting challenge with 
Valentino. But now I know that probably 
I won't see Mick Doohan on the track 
next season. My dream was again to 
challenge Mick." 


In a related move, Honda's 125cc World 
Championship runner-up Marco 
Melandri has signed a three-year con- 
tract with Aprilia, taking over the spot 
vacated by Rossi. 


Former AMA and World Superbike 
Champion Troy Corser is expected to 
sign a contract this week to race an 
Aprilia RSV Mille in next year’s World 
Superbike Championship, according to 
Cycle News correspondent Paolo Gozzi. 
The one-year contract will have an 
option for a second year, and the Aus- 
tralian will be the lead rider on the team 
managed by Giacomo Guidotti. Corser 
tested the Aprilia on November 11 in 
Valencia, Spain, turning in just four laps 
in a pouring rain. On November 12, 
Corser completed another 10 laps on the 
wet track before departing on November 
13 to meet with Aprilia regarding the 
contract. The team hasn’t decided on a 
second rider yet, though Brit Jeremy 
McWilliams is at the top of the list. 
McWilliams has already said that he 
won't be returning for another year on 
the QUB Team Optimum squad after 
four years with the team. Corser is 
expected to test the bike again, Novem- 
ber 15-16, in Mugello, Italy, along with 
Aprilia test rider Alessandro Antonello. 
Tetsuya Harada will also be on hand at 
the test, riding the new Aprilia RSW500 
V-twin Grand Prix bike. 


Ducati's Carl Fogarty and Ben Bostrom 
tested in Imola, Italy, November 11-12, 
though bad weather hampered their 
efforts. Fogarty tested the prototype 
2000-model Ducati 996 with Bostrom 
riding a used 1999 model. It was 
Bostrom's first outing with the World 
Superbike team and also his first ride on 
Michelin tires. Bostom did roughly 70 
laps on the rainy first day of the test, 
while Fogarty completed 30 laps prior to 
crashing. The second day of testing saw 
rain in the morning with overcast skies 
in the afternoon, with both riders using 
rain tires for most of the day before 
switching to intermediates. Fogarty com- 
pleted 55 laps. "I like the new engine a 
lot," Fogarty said. "This engine is more 
powerful than the last 996 version I rode 
in Japan. Also, riding in the wet showed 
that it is very smooth and easy to ride." 
Ducati will test again in Valencia, Spain, 
December 2-3. 


The Ducati team has picked up some 
additional sponsors for next year's 
World Superbike effort, namely Infos- 
trada, Italy's largest manufacturer of 
phones, and Sony Playstation. 


Kawasaki's Ricky Carmichael suffered a 
broken collarbone during a practice crash

McGrath's single DNF 
was caused by a freak mechanical gremlin when the needle in his carburetor broke

“If it wasn't for a little bit of misfortune, I'd be the King of Bercy," McGrath said. 
"Congratulations to David [Vuillemin]. He rode really well." 

Poor starts hurt the Yamaha-mounted Vuillemin, though he had great success pass- 
ing slower riders on the track's tight confines. Even on the times when Vuillemin did 
gate well, McGrath, on his Chaparral Yamaha, was always just a hair better and he 
fended off the Frenchman's advances each time. 

“Jeremy is the real king of Bercy," Vuillemin said. "He won five out of six races and 


just had a mechanical problem." 


Third over the three evenings of racing went to Honda's Kevin Windham, who 
looked to be struggling in the small arena. Frenchman Thierry Bethys was fourth, with 


Honda's Ezra Lusk completing the top five. 


The Prince of Bercy title - which goes to the top rider in the 125cc support class - 
went to another Frenchman, Rodrig Thain. Yamaha rider Ernesto Fonseca, who rode 


well but suffered from multiple crashes, followed the KTM rider in second place. FMF 


Honda's Casey Lytle was a consistent third.

Team Honda's Ezra Lusk proposed to 
his girlfriend Jennifer Stacey at the top 
of the Eiffel Tower in Paris, France, on 
Sunday, November 14.

Bring the noise: The FIM is expected to 
raise the noise limit of the World Super- 
bikes to 110 decibels from the former 
limit of 103 decibels, according to 
sources at the FIM. The decision is 
somewhat of a surprise, considering 
FIM President Francesco Zerbi's state- 
ments during the 1999 season. "We 
must limit the noise emission during 
races," Zerbi said several times last sea- 
son. The new noise limit will allow the 
use of new exhaust systems and more 
likely more power from both the twins 
and the four-cylinders that compete in 
the series. 


Suzuki Italy has signed a deal with the 
Italian Endoug team to manage its GSX- 
R600 effort in the Supersport World 
Championship in 2000. The team is try- 
ing to retain the services of Brit Karl 
Harris and Cristiano Migliorati. 


Italian Pier-Francesco Chili and his 
Suzuki teammate Katsuaki Fujiwara of 
Japan were scheduled to begin testing 
the 2000 Suzuki GSX-R750 at Jerez in 
Spain, beginning on Monday, November 
15. All the World Superbike teams will 
test at Phillip Island in Australia from 
February 6 to February 8 with another 
team-wide test scheduled for Valencia, 
Spain, March 6-12. The season begins in 
Valencia, Spain, on March 12. 


Fred Spencer Sr., the 73-year-old father 
of three-time World Champion Freddie 
Spencer, died on October 27 at his home 
in Louisiana. Spencer had never fully 
recovered from a boating accident he 
suffered on Labor Day weekend in 1984, 
which left his left arm paralyzed. 
Spencer Sr. was instrumental in the rac- 
ing career of his son, Freddie. "My dad 
was a great father," Spencer wrote on his 
Web site. ^The things he taught to me as 
a boy - to always work hard and never 
give up - game me the confidence to 
become a champion. He gave me endless 
support, and his guidance was instru- 
mental in my success both on and off the 
track. He will be greatly missed by my 
entire family." Spencer is survived by 
his wife of 52 years, June, two sons, 
Freddie and Danny, and a daughter, 
Linda. 


According to AMA Pro Racing's Ron 
Barrick, a decision will be made shortly 
on the future of the AMA Superbike 
National scheduled for Willow Springs, 
April 28-30. Originally slated to be the 
second round of the AMA Superbike 
National Championship, there is a 
chance that the Willow Springs race, 
won't take place. "We are in essence ask- 
ing them to hold that date," Barrick said. 
"There is a segment of the family [the 
Huths, owners of the Rosamond, Cali- 
fornia, racing facility] that wants to hold 
the race and a segment that doesn't. It's 
more of a personal decision than a busi- 
ness decision." Barrick also said that he 
hopes a decision on the format of the 
combination World Superbike and AMA 
Superbike race at Laguna Seca in July 
will be made by the end of November. 


Former 500cc Grand Prix racer Ron 
Haslam will return to racing in 2000, rid- 
ing a Honda in the British Superstock 
Championship. "At the moment, I'm 
looking forward to racing the Fireblade 
as a bit of fun, but once the first race is 
underway it will be far from that," said 
the 43-year-old Haslam. Haslam's son, 
Leon, will contest the 2000 European and 
British 125cc Championships and will 
also compete in the British 250cc series 
on a Honda RS250. 


Sean Emmett and Shane Byrne will 
make up the two-man Harris Honda 
Racing effort in the British Superbike 
Championship next year, racing Honda 
RC51s. The British series gets underway 
on March 26 at Brands Hatch. Former 
Castrol Honda 600cc World Supersport 
rider James Toseland will also compete 
in the British Superbike Championship, 
riding a Honda for Vimto Honda. Tose- 
land finished 11th in the World Super- 
sport Championship. 


Shane Nalley, former mechanic to off- 
road racer Steve Hatch, has replaced 
Mark Hyde as American Suzuki's 
National Dual Sport Coordinator. Nalley 
will travel the countryside and represent 
Suzuki at various National Dual Sport 
events for 2000. 


Marlboro Yamaha's Carlos Checa 
logged up some 120 laps during his 
recent two-day test at Jerez in Spain. "I 
feel even more confident on the bike 
than I did during the last few races of the 
season," said Checa. "I feel more com- 
fortable too and the new setups that 
we've tried have given me a lot more 
feedback; the feeling is good. Our lap 
times were fine, but the test was more 
about finding the right feefing." 





Supercross.com will be webcasting from 
the Toyota World Supercross round in 
Pasadena, California, on November 20. A 
prerace show will begin at approximate- 
ly 2 p.m. with the live audio of the race 
set to begin at 2:30 p.m. Supercross.com 
was founded in 1995 by seven-time AMA

on Rick Johnson.

"I won't say I’m World Champion if I am because it's wrong,” 
the Frenchman said. "Jeremy is the American Champion, so he's 
World Champion. It comes with the American title. Priority 
number one [for the series] is to ride the American bike and just 
to begin my preparation for next year. It's to get used to the bike, 
and to the team and to everybody." 


Vuillemin has never raced in Pasadena's Rose Bowl, the site of 
the second round of the World Championship. "Everyone tells 
me it's a very big stadium north of L.A.,” he said. 

While McGrath has won there, no one has raced at the venue 


since 1993, and Vuillemin does have other West Coast 250cc 
indoor experience (he contested this year's Anaheim I and II, 
Phoenix, Seattle and San Diego races). 

The original second round of the series was canceled, leaving 
just Pasadena and Germany to run, so McGrath will have his 
work cut out for him to overcome his points deficit. And 
although Vuillemin won't admit it, a victory by the new King of 
Bercy over the acknowledged King of SX would be a great har- 
binger going into 2000. 

"Pasadena will be a big race because it's my first race in the

great race. What's better than our best 
riders vs. the best riders in the world? 
More than that, how about a race with a 
full grid of fast riders? Let's take a close 
look at this year's AMA and World 
Superbike races at Laguna Seca. 

Only 44 riders can start the race. The 
AMA race had 38 riders of which only 
32 started the race. The World Super- 
bike race featured only 24 riders, four of 
which were AMA regulars. The dispari- 
ty in lap times in the AMA race was 10 
seconds from fastest to slowest with 
three seconds separating the factory 
superbike riders from the privateers, the 
majority of which were on Supersport 
bikes. Twenty-three of the 24 World 
Superbike racers were within five sec- 
onds of the pole time. Now combine the 
two grids. All the AMA factory riders 
make the grid as do all of the World 
Superbike regulars - and there is room 
for eight privateers. 

Now that is a race worth watching. 

If you want to cut down on the back- 
markers, then enforce the 115-percent 
rule and you are back down to a grid of 
only the top riders on pure superbikes. 

The only real issues facing the pro- 
moters, teams and riders are the purse 
payouts and the podium celebration. 
The podium should be for the overall 
results in each race, and the purse can 
be worked out. Consider this as well: If 
the races are run separately, AMA teams 
will be forced to concentrate on their 
own series. This means there is a chance 
there will be no AMA riders in the 
World Superbike race. That is not what 
the fans want to see. 

The bottom line is everyone is 
always talking about how to make our 
sport appeal to a broader fan base. 
How can we get more people to come 
to the races? How can we entice casual 
fans to tune into the coverage? We 
need to stop thinking in such narrow, 
traditional fashions. The sport needs 
new, exciting ideas. Think outside the 
box and give the fans a race worth 
watching.

In support of the letter from Rob Green 
regarding the current length and style of 
motocross in the U.S., I have to say that 





the type of racing now being held here 
is not building U.S. riders to be able to 
compete in the traditional stage of 
world-class motocross. While the cur- 
rent fad for Supercross may bring the 
kids to watch, the question should be 
"are we living up to the philosophy of 
motocross?" It has gone from natural- 
terrain tracks to man-made jumping 
exhibitions that are nothing but sprint 
races. 

In the past, motocross was billed as 
the second most physically demanding 
sport in the world, second only to pro- 
fessional soccer. But we would be hard- 
pressed to make that argument now. 
One just has to watch the American per- 
formance in the Motocross des Nations 
to see that American riders can no 
longer compete at world-class-level 
motocross. 

As mentioned by another reader, the 
level of competition in the U.S. is no 
longer at the level it was 15 or 20 years 
ago. I blame this on the emergence of 
Supercross and its "spectacular jumps" 
and showboating at the expense of true 
motocross skills. The skills required to 
run a 45-minute-plus-two-lap moto are 
no longer considered as important as 
long as a rider can get "big air." Let's 
leave the shows to the Xtreme Games 
and bring back the soul of motocross.

It was 
around this time that we 
started traveling together, 
along with my younger 
brother and Scott Ashway. 
It was then that the num- 
ber-plate idea started.

We all had gotten our Pro 
licenses and that meant we 
had to travel farther to get 
to the Pro races.

As I remem- 
ber that was the start of Pro 
Plates. 

Paul's innovations in the 
manufacturing of number 
plates, award plates and 
trophy plates set him apart 
from everyone else.

The time and effort he 
took to manufacture every plate by 
hand and to unyielding quality control 
set his work apart from the others. From 
the locals to the Pros, Paul made them 
all look good.

DES MOINES, IA, NOV. 5-6 

ow in its 16th year, the National 
Arenacross Series opened, once 
again, in Des Moines, Iowa. Pro- 
moted by PACE Motor Sports and spon- 
sored by Thor and Parts Unlimited, the 
tour now offers riders over $1 million in 
cash and contingency in the course of 
the series. 

Riders arrived from throughout the 
country to give Arenacross a shot, but in 
the end two names stood out, and those 
names were Nick Wey and Heath Voss. 

Aboard his SplitFire/Pro Circuit/ 
Kawasakis, Wey was the most consis- 
tent rider over the two-day race week- 
end, as he placed inside the top five in 
all four main events, two of them being 
wins, and those came during both 250cc 
finals. Wey now goes into rounds three 
and four in Albany, New York, with the 
points lead, but he is only using the Are- 
nacross series as a warm-up for the up- 
coming supercross series in January, 
where he will ride 250ccs on the West 
Coast rounds and 125s on the Fast. 

“I haven't been riding for a couple of 
months and this is some good practice 
for the upcoming supercross series," 
said Wey. "Since the middle of.the 
Nationals, my wrist has been hurting, so 
I gave it some time off lately, and I’m 
just out here for practice. I race to win 
every time I’m out there though." 

For Voss, the weekend was a little 
controversial. Voss actually won Fri- 
day's 125cc final, but was disqualified 
soon thereafter for illegal suspension. He 
would finish second to Wey later that 
night in the 250cc final, and then repeat- 
ed his performance on Saturday. Voss 
elected to sit out Saturday's 125cc racing. 

Because of the disqualification and 
the one missed main event, Voss goes 
into the second stop of the tour in 12th

place in the point standings, but that is 
not a fair indication of his riding, 
because at numerous times throughout 
the weekend, he was easily the fastest 
rider on the track. 

Ironically, both riders are supercross 
contenders, and it is doubtful that either 
rider-will contest the entire series. 

The surprise of the weekend was 
Pedro Gonzales. The St. Louis Power- 
sports/Troy Lee Designs/Scott-backed 
Kawasaki rider won Saturday’s 125cc 
final and finished second in Friday’s 
125cc main. A seventh and an eighth in 
the 250cc races has Gonzales in second 
in points going into the next round, but 
he does plan on racing the entire series. 

“I just got my bikes this week and 
this is going to be a long, long season," 
Gonzales explained of his arenacross 
outlook. "I don't see the reason for the 
slamming and everybody taking each 
other out. Just pass clean or try harder, 
that's how I see it." 

The other main-event winner was 
Plano Honda/MSR's Grayson Goodman. 
The former Arenacross champion, who 
says that he is in his final year of racing, 
came out just for fun, but won several 
heat races and the one main event and 
currently sits in fourth after one stop. 

“I had fun this weekend and enjoyed 
it,” Goodman said of the event. "We just 
had a baby and this year is for fun, and 
then I'm settling down."

With 17 different cities on the National Arenacross Series schedule and 
two nights of racing each weekend, the series is definitely a demanding 
one, Each night consists of two main events (a 125cc and a 250cc final), 
and that makes for a total of 68 possible main events into which the 
points are all pooled. The riders get to ride practice and qualifying, con- 
sisting of heats, semis and a last-chance qualifier, and some riders also 
do the Dash for Cash race and a Jump-off contest as well. making for 
quite a bit of track time for the series regulars. New for the 1999-2000 
series is a timed qualifying session before the night's big show. 
Every rider must do a timed lap and the best qualifying times result in a 
better gate pick for the evening's heat races. It took some time on Friday 
for everybody to get used to the new procedure, but on Saturday it went 
over quite well. 





Also new for the series is the use of the foam Tuff Blocks and a Pace 
Motorsports semi-truck. The Tuff Blocks eliminate the use of hay-bails 
which are often costly and usually messy, and the Tuff Blocks look better, 
too. “I'll be the first to tell you that those things are soft," a rider com- 
mented after falling on one in a crash. The new semi is used to haul the 
Tuff Blocks from city to city, along with the starting. gate, banners and 
other necessary items for the tour. | 


Other big changes for the 1999-2000 National Arenacross Series include 
that it is no longer AMA-sanctioned. nor is PJ1 the title sponsor any- 
more. PACE Motorsports has decided to handle all operations of the 
National Arenacross Series and hopes to lock up a title sponsor by early 
next year. PJ1, however, is still a major sponsor of the series. 


Several news teams arrived at Des Moines in fashion, and one team that 
had everybody talking was that of the St. Louis Powersports squad. 
consisting of riders Pedro Gonzales, Greg Rand, Nick Metcalf, Heath 
Frasier, Eric Janssen and. Cory Francis. The team had bikes everywhere 
you looked, and it was quite inspiring. The Tuf/Thor/Honda/Pro Cir- 
cuit team had two new additions: Chad Pederson and Tommy. Hofmas- 
ter. The-two.join returning member Jeff Willoh and are now managed by 
Jeromy Buehl's former mechanic Chris Hunter. Ohio's Jeromy Buehl and 
Mike Katin make up the renewed Carrollton Kawasaki/Thor/Tag 
Metals team and the two are now pitted out of a new box van. Finally, 
the new Plano Honda team is made up of Brad Woolsey and Brian Picere- 
lii. Both Texas natives plan on contesting the entire tour. 


Two Arenacross regulars. that were missing in Des Moines were Mike 
Jones and Cliff Palmer. Jones is still recovering from a broken neck 
and Palmer is rumored to have retired all-together after his serious elbow 
injury sustained last season. 


New for the 1999-2000 series is 
the Kawasaki 65cc invitation- 
al race (right). Taking the place of 
the 50cc intermission races, 
Kawasaki, a major sponsór and 
supporter of arenacross, took the 
intermission race to the next level, 
literally; Team Green advisor Ron 
Heben was on hand at Des Moines 
and commented on the new event. 
"This is. something we are doing 
through our dealers to showcase 
the. new 65cc KX,” Heben 
explained of the program. "The 
kids all get a goodie bag with all 
sorts of sponsors products and 
they can sign up through their local 
dealers." Spring Hill, Kansas' Den- 
nis Jonon became the first-ever 
winner of the event, taking the main 
event win on Friday night. 


After Friday's 125cc main event, a 
protest was filed, claiming that 
Honda-mounted Heath Voss had 
ridden the race with an illegal fork. 
Voss used his production Showa 
units off his 250cc that he thought were legal, but Arenacross has.a pro- 
duction rule that states a rider must use production suspension, and the 
CR125 comes with Kayaba forks. “The decision was made to disqualify 
him because of the rule that says the rider must use the same inner.and 
outer fork tubes from that same model of bike," arenacross manager 
Keith Bowen said. “He was clearly the fastest rider on the track in that 
race, but that rule is out there to keep a level playing field for all." Voss 
said, “I've never seen that rulebook. They have never sent me one like 
the AMA has, and it's kind of à bogus deal. The forks are production on 
the 250cc and | don't have a Showa works kit in them. | only ride the 
125cc a couple of times a year and | only did it to make the bike stiffer." 


Des Moines saw one of the largest Pro turnouts ever on Friday after- 
noon. -Forty-three 125cc riders and 37 250cc riders all gave a shot at 
qualifying, but only 16 were taken to each main event. Saturday's 
entrants, however, were significantly down in numbers. 


On Saturday night, three-time Arenacross champ Buddy Antunez was 
awarded a huge diamond ring for his accomplishments in the series. The 
ring had three diamonds, one for each championship. and Antunez was 
surprised by and in awe of the gesture.

Johnny Campbell won his third Baja 
1000 in a row and the second Baja suc- 
cess for co-rider Tim Staab, who was a 
last-minute replacement for Craig 
Smith. (Smith was injured while prerun- 
ning the Terrible Towns off-road race in 
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Tim Staab (left) and Johnny Campbell

Nevada a few weeks before the 1000.) 
The winning duo - Campbell and Staab - 
finished the Baja 1000 race in 14 hours 
and 15 minutes. 

Completing the course in 14 heurs, 
26 minutes, in second place came Amer- 
ican Honda’s other team, made up of 
Jonah Street, Torsten Bostrom and Greg 
Bringle. They were only 14 seconds 
away from giving the new XR650R a 1-2 
sweep for fastest overall times in all race 
classes. 

Third overall and close to the leaders 
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Staab powers out of a turn en route to 
victory on the new Honda XR650R.

Team Honda’s other team, made up of 
Jonah Street, Torten Bostrom and Greg 
Bringle, made it a XR650R 1-2 sweep. 
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all day was the Baja Designs XR628R 
Honda ridden by Tex Mitchell, Ron Wil- 
son and Scott Meyers. The trio also 
placed third in the Open class. 

Phoenix-based riders Mike Dellar, 
Eric Brown, Nevel and Mark Varner 
brought home their XR600 in 16 hours, 
17 minutes for fourth overall and fourth 
in the Open class. 

The 32nd annual Baja 1000 started 
and finished in Ojos Negros, 30 miles 
southeast of Ensenada. For the first 
time, SCORE officials, citing ecological 
and safety issues, ran two identical 
loops, which totaled approximately 720 
miles in length. 

The course was very dusty, featured 
a lot of big rocks and rain ruts, and gen- 
erally got rougher by the second time 
around as the bikes and the four-wheel 
vehicles chewed up the course. 

Campbell, the second rider to leave 
the Ojos Negros 7:00 a.m. start, couldn't 
take over the lead until 25 miles into the 
race because of the dusty conditions. By 
the 88-mile mark, he had established a 
four-minute lead over Jonah Street and 
his Honda. 

By midrace, the Campbell/Staab 
team had an 11-minute lead, prompting 
Campbell to assess, "We're riding con- 
sistent now, we just don't want to make 
any mistakes." 

The two factory teams felt the pres- 
sure of racing against each other all day. 
With what Honda personnel called "lit- 
tle things" that resulted in minor 
mechanical problems, no lead, they said, 
felt like a safe cushion. 

While the Honda pits were busy fix- 
ing loose spokes, a handlebar that 
slipped, flats and brake problems, the 
third- and fourth-place finishers also 
had their share of setbacks. 

Escondido Honda/Baja Designs- 
backed Tex Mitchell, going too fast 
down a rocky section, catapulted 
through a barbed-wire fence and land- 
ed on his head. With the help of the 
folks at the Honda pits, he was able to 
continue. 

Mitchell said of the crash, "I was 
really dazed and still in shock, but I 
think I rode my best time after that." 

A post-race hospital visit revealed a 
broken bone in Mitchell's neck and 
another in his foot, the latter sustained 
in a crash during the last 20 miles of pre- 
running. When all was said and done, 
Mitchell went home with a fourth-place 
finish and two casts. 

The Baja Designs team ran dual 
H.I.D. headlights and were very pleased 
with their performances. “Not a glitch,” 
Mitchell said. 

Class 30 racer Cliff Matlock picked-

up his third Baja 1000 class win in a row. 
He was teamed with regular partner 
Matt Barney, and Joel Tarquin and 
Miguel Collierd. Two-hundred miles 
into the race, their Yamaha WR400 ran 
out of water and nearly seized. They 
spent the rest of the race adding oil and 
water at every pit. Matlock credited Pre- 
cision Concepts suspension modifica- 
tions for “basically a good ride under 
really dusty conditions.” 

Chris Haines and Craig Adams, 
aboard a KTM, got as high as sixth over- 
all, which was good enough for first 
place in Class 40. By Mike’s Sky Ranch, 
before losing time sorting out gas prob- 
lems, the pair ran out of fuel twice and 
also crashed several times. Finally, their 
pit crews topped off the bike’s tank at 
each stop and also filled a belt-carried 
bottle of race fuel. 

The other bike to finish in Class 40 
was the XR600R of Gary Tepner’s and 
Ross Gregory’s. They finished in a time 
of 19 hours, 38 minutes, officially 14 
minutes behind the Haines bike.

Honda race team manager Bruce 
Ogilve said, "It was a tough area to race 
because of the double-loop format. I

Of the performance of the new 650s, 
Ogilvie said, “We were pleased with the 
way the bikes performed. It was a tough 
test and we found little things we have 
to work on.” 

Bob Bell of Precision Concepts, who 
set up the Honda “B” team bike, said 
about the 650s, “We’re still testing and 
Baja is a great place to see if we can 
learn anything.” 





























Winner Johnny Camp- 
bell described this year’s 
Baja 1000 as a “tough 
race.”

Old Yeller 


As a high school senior in 1979, I took 
delivery of a brand-new Yamaha YZ250, 
replacing the YZ125 that I'd ridden the 
two previous years. Moving to the 250 
was a huge step for me, and I never 
totally felt comfortable with the bike. It 
was big and fast. I was small and slow. 
Enough said. 

Anyway, to make a long story short 
(because there's plenty more length to 
come), I rode the bike in and around the 
San Diego area for a year or so before 
losing interest somewhat during my col- 
lege years. Shortly after college, I ended 
up at Cycle News and have been sur- 
rounded by the newest motorcycles ever 
since. Old bikes were something that 
advertising salesman Terry Pratt rode. | 
had little or no interest in the subject 
matter other than admiring Pratt's tro- 
phies and hearing the tales of his latest 
breakdown /crash / win. 

While I went on to bigger and better 
things, the old YZ250 sat dejectedly in 
storage at my parents' home. Dad kept 
moving it from place to place, complain- 
ing the entire time. Since I had my own 
home, with a garage, he'd ask when 
exactly I was going to come and get the 
bike. The last thing I wanted was a 
somewhat decrepit 20-year-old motorcy- 
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tale of two bikes,

cle further cluttering up. my already clut- 
tered-up garage, so Leontinued to ignore 
both him, and the old YZ. 

Then Vintage Iron's Rick Doughty 
came into the picture. Doughty some- 
how got wind of the fact that I had 
access to this old YZ, and since he's 
always trying to get more people 
involved in vintage and evolution-class 
motocross, he called with the offer to 
help me get the bike back to a usable 
state. Since I had absolutely nothing to 
lose and everything to gain, I finally 
went down to dad's place, opened up 
the shed and removed Old Yeller. Yuk! If 
I didn't like her much before, I definitely 
wasn't falling in love with her now. 


e ridden at the same race... 


Doughty picked the bike up and told 
me that I’d soon be racing it. Yeah, yeah, 
blah, blah, blah, whatever, I thought. He 
stormed off in his van and a few weeks 
later returned... 

It was love at second sight. What 


Doughty had done with the bike was / 


amazing. Now I was suddenly turning 
into Pratt, with visions of racing other 
old guys on other old bikes dancing in 
my head. 

Now I had a Doughty-induced goal: 
To race the bike in his Vintage Iron 
World Championships. 

But let's regress a little bit first. Let's 
look at how Old Yeller was reborn - from 
disliked shed-filler to adored race bike.

What do we 
have here? 


The first step of any restoration project, 
according to Doughty, should be assess- 
ing exactly what you've got. "We give it 
a good once-over," Doughty said. 

Part of that includes getting the bike 
to run, a process that tells plenty about 
what you're dealing with. 

After starting Old Yeller, Doughty 
discovered that it was a bit loose around 
the piston. Other than that it was just a 
matter of things like the carburetor being 
a bit gummed up. The clutch worked, 
and it ran through all its gears. Whew! 

"Even though the carburetion wasn't 
right, we were able to run it through the 
gears," Doughty explained. "Once we 
assessed what the condition of the 
engine was, we went into disassembly 
mode."

The disassembly of old motorcycles boils 
down to much, much more than just tak- 
ing stuff apart - it involves part-by-part 
inspection. At Vintage Iron, everything 
is taken apart, checked and rechecked, 
with certain wear items being measured

Sentimental 
journey 


If there is any one year in my life that I 
wouldn't mind reliving, it would be 1982. 
I was long since done with high school, I 
had finally left the nest, I had my own 
truck, I was racing no fewer than two 
times a week, and, to top it off, I had a 
full-time job working in a motorcycle 
shop. What else could be better for a kid 
who was also about to turn 21? 

My only real care in the world at that 
time was my beloved motorcycle: a 1982 
Suzuki RM250Z. I actually purchased 
. the bike in September 1981 at a Suzuki 
shop in Hemet, California. It was Suzu- 
ki's first water-cooled RM250, and it was 
the bike’s second year with the famed 
Full Floater rear-suspension system. 

Then there was the 'Z's motor. By no 
means did it induce zzzzz's. It was so 
strong that Suzuki felt the need to tone 
it down the following year with the '83 
RM - big mistake. The combination of 
the Z's strong motor and astounding 
suspension - well, I simply could not 
lose on that ‘82 RM. I went from a 
mediocre Novice to a top Intermediate 
seemingly overnight, so life that year 
got even better. 

Meanwhile, the owner of the Honda 
shop in which I was working at the time 
wasn't exactly pleased that one of his 
parts people was riding a Suzuki, and 
he kept tempting me with a new 1982 
CR250R, but I wouldn't bite. Finally, he 
gave me an offer I couldn't refuse, and 
with my Suzuki getting a little worn out, 
I was suddenly a Honda owner. 
Although the '82 CR was a good bike, it 
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just wasn't in the same league as the 
RM. I went back to racing my ham- 
mered RM again and eventually sold 
the CR. I guess winning motos at that 
time was more important than my job. 

By 1983, my RM was truly bruised 
and beaten, but it had earned me many 
trophies. Unfortunately, it was now tak- 
ing significant work just to keep the bike 
running from week to week, so when 
the ‘83s starting coming out, I had no 
choice but to park my RM and get a new 
bike. Boss-man still wanted me on a 
Honda, so.... 

The '83 CR250R was a big improve- 
ment over the '82 CR, but the bike had 
this annoying habit of breaking pistons. 
Fed up with that, and with the 
Viewfinders Grand Prix at Riverside 
International Raceway just around the 
corner, I busted out the RM again. If my 
memory serves me correctly, that was 
the RM's last race before I parked her 
for good in my parents' back yard. 

For 16 years, my once-prized but 
now-ignored RM250Z rested in disgrace 


against a fence, under pine trees, basi- 
cally unprotected from the rain and the 
elements. How could I? Today, I really 
get mad at myself when I think that I let 
my only link to one of the best times of 
my life deteriorate into a giant ball of 
rusty metal and crusty plastic, not to 
mention a luxury condo complex for 
every critter known to man. This bike 
deserved better. 

Finally overcome by guilt, I decided 
to bring my old friend back from the 
dead. It would be a monumental task, 
but one I was willing to take on. Nostal- 
gia would be my main driving force 
behind the project, but, if that wasn't 
enough, I heard that Vintage Iron's Rick 
Doughty was going to introduce a 
“drum brake" (Evolution 3) class - per- 
fect for my RM - at the Vintage Iron 
World Championships. I now had a 
deadline to complete the project. 

First, I needed a plan. I set a few real- 
istic goals: (1) I wanted to do most of the 
work myself; (2) I wanted to restore the 
bike as close to original as possible; (3) I

wanted the bike to look nice - not neces- 
sarily perfect - when it was done; and 
(4) I didn't want to get too deep in debt. 
Diving in 

I had six months to accomplish these 
goals, which, at the time, seemed plenty. 
Funning thing, how time flies. Actually, 
I got off to a quick start. The easy part 
was taking the RM apart, pulling pine 
needles out of the main jet, and making 
the list of all the parts that needed 
replacing. Getting those parts and 
reassembling them, however, was 
another thing. For a while there, I let the 
project drop off to a snail's pace, always 
thinking, "Aw, I've got lots of time." 

The first step toward reconstruction 
was welding up cracks in the frame and 
having it powder-coated. I then sent the 
forks and shock to my friend Jake 
Thompson at Noleens, who, when he 
heard of my project, was eager to help. 
This was a chance for him to work on 
some old stuff again. 

^No problem," he said when I asked 
him about finding the parts to rebuild 
the RM's outdated Kayaba suspension 
components. Within a few days, Jake 
had thoroughly rebuilt both the fork 
and shock, including replacing the com- 
pletely rusted-out shock spring with a 
new one. I was truly shocked that he had 
a replacement spring for it. 

Even though the motor was in pretty 
good shape, I decided to split the cases.

(i.e., piston-to-cylinder clearance is 
checked and things like bearings are 
given the once over). 

"We have to get an idea of what items 
need replacing," Doughty said. "And we 
don't replace parts just to replace them. 
We replace anything that isn't within tol- 
erance or is a high-wear item." 

Naturally, the Vintage Iron guys keep 
a running parts list as they tear the bike 
apart. Old Yeller even had its cases split. 
"That's typically what we do," Doughty 
said. 

The replacement of some parts is a 
given on a typical restoration: gaskets, 
seals, pistons (including rings, wrist pins, 
clips and the wrist-pin bearing), any 
major bearings within the motor that 
show signs of wear, and clutch plates 
and springs. Ditto for the primary chain 
if the bike is European. 

Disassembly also means putting parts 
into different categories - based on what 
has to be done to those parts (i.e., pow- 
der-coating, bead blasting, plating, paint- 
ing, etc.) 

"For example, if spokes are rusted 
onto the spoke nipples themselves, all the 
spokes have to be cut out of the wheel 
and we inspect the wheels for cracks and 
dents, knock the wheel bearings out, 
wheel centers, wheel seals, and then that 
hub assembly gets powder-coated.”

Doughty and his two-man crew know 
that some things have to be either 
replaced or fixed. And each motorcycle 
has something that makes it more diffi- 
cult, or separates it from the restoration 
project that was completed yesterday. 

One of the things that always proves 
to be a bit troublesome with the older 
YZs is the monoshock. Old Yeller’s was 
no different. 

“When Yamaha went from a steel 
body to an aluminum body, it tended to 
wear the center of the shock bore in an 
egg-shaped fashion,” Doughty said. 

So complete disassembly of the shock 
was required, and items such as the car- 
tridge components and the piston ring

Bell when I asked him how the bike was and he 
said it was perfect,” Doughty said. I said, ‘You 





can’t have been a real factory rider. No factory rider says yt is BEL You've 
got to complain about things for at least a couple of days. He was great - he just 
rode the thing." | 

And he rode it well, winning both Plus-40 E motos while smiling the entire 
time. It was a reunion of sorts, as Bell hadn't ridden a bike like this since... well, 
since 1979. | 

“It brought back a lot of memories," Bell said. “The bike really did perform well. It 
was surprising how good the bike was, minus the disc brakes and a power-valve. Over- 
all, the bike was really easy to ride and it didn't do anything scary. To keep it in per- 
spective, that kind of track [Glen Helen] was very similar to the terrain we were riding 
on back then. I don't think I would have been too excited about doing a triple on it." 

Bell currently owns a late-model YZ. Right away, he knew that the old one was 
different and it had to be ridden differently. 

"The head angle is a lot different and the bike slides really nice," Bell said. "The 
back-end has more squat. Everything is so much further back - you're pushed way 
back. That was the thing I noticed, even doing some of those table-top jumps. It's 
hard to get your weight forward because the bars are way back, the fork angle is 
way up there. I don't think that neutral position is in the center of the bike the way 
it is now. It all came back to me. I didn't feel like I was out of control or it was 
uncomfortable. I had just ridden my modern YZ just the week before, and to get on 
your bike was a real easy adjustment." 

Now he's got the bug. 

"I'm already talking about next year's event," Bell said. “I’ve put the word out to 
Rick [Doughty] and I've been looking in the Cycle Trader for one of my own now. I 
just had a blast. I was having so much fun, a lot of my old friends were there, and 
riding on a track that was motocross, and not a combination of motocross and 
supercross, was great. My main objective now for riding isn't winning races or 
championships, it'S being to work on Monday morning. I really don't race and I 
haven't raced for years, but I can see myself getting involved in getting a vintage 
bike and getting out there and having some fun. There's still a tremendous amount 
of adrenaline flow when you line up and race into the first turn, but it's not that do- 
or-die intensity. I had a lot of fun and I hope to do at least a couple of those a year." 





on the monoshock were replaced. For 
shocking matters such as these, Vintage 
Iron often turns to Works Performance 
for help. They did so in this case. 

The front fork didn't prove to be as 
troublesome. In an effort to avoid need- 
ing to run air in the air-assisted front 
fork, the coil spring on Old Yeller's fork 
was swapped for a stiffer unit. Heavier 
riders (i.e., anyone bigger than me) can 
still give it some air if they prefer, while 
smaller riders (i.e., me) probably won't 
need to. 

The suspension wasn't the only thing 
that was updated. Naturally, all the 
driveline components were also 
replaced, including the chain and 
sprockets. Ditto for the brake shoes (they 
had drum brakes back then - remem- 
ber?). And all the control cables were 
replaced with new items. 

"Even cables in aesthetically good 
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condition typically have years of dirt 
tucked inside of them, and they drag," 
Doughty said. "We replace all that stuff 
with Teflon-lined cables." 

While what lies inside the engine 
cases is significant, the thing that 
attracts attention at the local motocross 
track is how good your restoration pro- 
ject looks. Making an old bike look new 
means making the bodywork look its 
best. Unfortunately, that bodywork is 
also usually hard to find. Old Yeller 
was missing one side panel and 
Doughty couldn't locate another one. 
Since they are no longer manufactured 
and no longer available from either 
Yamaha or the aftermarket, Vintage 
Iron had to pilfer a panel from a later 
model YZ. Then it was a case of modify- 
ing to fit. 

The rest of Old Yeller's plastic was in 
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- whic could càuse you a RES n You really need to pay atten- 
tion to the new parts you're putting back in, so later on it’s not causing you 
immense frustration.” 

""]f you are going to do this yourself at home, give yourself a month. If you make 
it open-ended and don't set a goal to have it done, you probably won't. And if you 
think you're going to do it in a week like we do, and you're not set up with vendors, 
then you're going to be frustrated. The important thing is to just keep making head- 
way on it. That will keep your enthusiasm up. It'll keep you energized and involved 
in the project. If you let it sit too long, it's very easy to get disconnected from it. The 
longer you let it stay apart, the more likely that it will end up that way." 

*’There is such a thing as a motorcycle being too far gone to be restored. If it has 
frame modifications, or it’s damaged, has rusted fork legs - those have to be 
replaced and there aren't many available. And catastrophic engine problems. You 
can easily spend in excess of $1000 doing a single two-stroke motor. 5ome motorcy- 
cles are best relegated to being donor bikes - parts bikes. There are other motorcy- 
cles that are in relatively good condition, but they're not worth spending all the 
money on." 

"Do what you do well, and have somebody else do what they do well. That will 
keep the project rolling along. If you've never split cases before, or you've never 
laced a wheel before, you can really get bogged down trying to do something you 
really know nothing about. Bite the bullet, spend a bit of money, and get the part of 
it you're not really comfortable with done by someone else - and do the rest your- 
self." 

""When you reassemble a motorcycle that has been restored, everything has to 
seat back in, especially with powder-coating being a little thicker than paint. You're 
going to want to go back and re-torque everything. Heads, cylinders, new gaskets, 
all that stuff, has to sink down in. Spokes, rims, all that stuff tends to come loose, so 
people really need to pay attention to their bike in the first hour that they ride it. 
They should only really ride it for 15 minutes, go over it, ride it another 15. If you do 
that three or four times, stuff will tend to settle down and you won't lose fasteners, 
you won't end up with air leaks and a myriad of other problems. The follow-up is 
really important."

After all, it was already out of the frame. 
A friend of mine offered to do most of 
the motor work for me, so I ordered up 
a stock connecting rod, upper-end bear- 
ings and gaskets from Suzuki, lower- 
end bearings seals and clutch plates 
from L.A. Sleeve, and piston and rings 
from Wiseco. Gary Jones from White 
Brothers performed the crank work, 
while my friend slipped everything 
back together - but not before bead 
blasting and repainting the engine cases. 
The entire motor came back to me look- 
ing brand-new. This was probably the 
turning point of the whole project. See- 
ing that beautiful motor nestled inside 
the powder-coated frame fortified the 
need to complete the project. 

Perhaps the one undertaking I dread- 
ed most was the wheels. The spokes had 
turned rusty and ugly, and the rear hub 
was already a mess, thanks to a couple 
of cracked bosses. Since I simply didn’t 
want to mess with the wheels, I kept 
putting this part of the project off to the 
point that I waited too long. If I wanted 
to make the race, I only had enough 
time left to complete the back wheel. 
Buchanan Spoke and Rim supplied new 
spokes and, again, Gary Jones at White 
Brothers came to the rescue at the last 
minute by completely overhauling the 
hub, lacing the wheel and replacing the 
rim with a new Excel rim after it was 
discovered that my original hoop was 
cracked. One of the prices I paid for pro- 
crastinating was having to stick with my 
ugly front wheel for the race - new 
spokes and rim are on the way, though. 

Renthal made sure I had new sprock- 
ets and a chain. (Strangely enough, the 
rear sprocket on my ‘82 is interchange- 
able with the 2000 RMs'.) 

Terry Davis from Terrycable also 
made sure I had new clutch and front 
brake cables. 

My procrastinating also had me on 
the phone searching for a new exhaust

pipe at the last minute. My master plan 
was to use my original pipe, but it need- 
ed major overhauling and I simply ran 
out of time for that. I was informed that 
DG still makes pipes for many old 
Japanese bikes. To my surprise, DG had 
the pipe I needed in stock and the next 
day it arrived on my doorstep. It came 
in that “works” unpainted look. | 
thought about painting it black but 
chose to leave it alone. It really looks too 
“trick” to paint - maybe later. 

It wasn’t until the final two weeks 
(after I got the motor back) that I really 
made the big push to get the bike ready 
for the race. However, there were times 
when I wrote the bike off as far as mak- 
ing the race. Many small parts that I was 
planning to reuse were missing, requir- 
ing many trips to the local hardware 
store and Suzuki shop, and a lot of fabri- 
cating. I spent many lunch hours at 
Orange County Suzuki, driving parts 
guy Ali crazy, but he went above and 
beyond the call of duty to make sure I 
got the parts I needed, and quickly. 


Moment of truth 


Suddenly, it was the day before the race, 
and I still had a lot of work to do. Some 





the big push to get the bike done for the 
race, and by 9 o'clock Saturday night, 
we finally realized that there was noth- 
ing left to.do but start her up - well, at 
least try. I had one major concern at this 
point: the ignition. After 16 years, would 
there still be spark? If not, there would 
be no time left to trace the problem, let 
alone fix it. And there would be no rac- 
ing tomorrow. 

It was time to kick 'er over. 

I kicked, kicked and kicked. Nothing. 
Not even a hint of it wanting to start. 
Kick, kick, kick. Nothing. Finally, we 
resorted to push-starting. Nothing. It 
was now the moment of truth: time to 
check the ignition. I was relieved to see 
one of the healthiest sparks I have ever 
seen. Whew! We soon traced the prob- 
lem to a clogged petcock. That fixed, we 
tried again. Kick, kick, kick. Again, noth- 
ing. We pushed. Finally, a pop. Just like 
that, it was running again. My friends 
and I took turns running the old RM up 
and down the street and were amazed 
at just how good it ran, and not to men- 
tion how much power it had. It was just 
as I had remembered. 

Next came the most important part 
of the restoration: installing the graph- 
ics. Earlier in the week, Mike Tolle of 
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of my friends jumped in to help out in 
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I like the idea of the Evolution 3 class, because it opens the door for what I think- 
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MTR Racing had dug up for me some 
old aftermarket O’Neal replica tank 
decals that he had gathering dust in a 
box in his garage. (Suzuki - or O’Neal, 
for that matter - no longer carries the 
tank decals, but Suzuki still had.the 
side-panel decals in stock.) Not wanting 
to risk damaging the precious O'Neal 
decals, I brought them to work and had 
them scanned and printed (similar to 
photocopying) on paper, matching up 
the colors the best that we could. Then I 
carefully cut out the graphics and 
attached them to the tank by means of 
clear plastic number-plate backings. It's 
definitely not a permanent solution, but 
I figure I can replace the decal reproduc- 
tions easily enough the day before a race 
or whenever they are damaged. So far, 
they still look as good as new. 

As far as plastic, Suzuki managed to 
dig up an OEM rear fender, radiator 
shrouds and a left side panel. Apparent- 
ly, right side panels for the '82 RM250Z 
are extinct, so I stuck with a Maier side 
panel that I had bought for the bike back 
in ‘83. My original front fender was still 
in excellent shape, so I reused it. 

One of the last things I did on the 
bike was to install the seat. The seat I 
had was a blue replacement Hi-Flite 
safety seat, which was the hot setup

are truly “evolution” bikes - the first water-cooled and linkage motocrossers. How. 
can we ignore these historically significant bikes just because they're water-cooled- 
and have linkage suspensions? Even some of those first linkage bikes really didn't 
handle much better than some of the late-model Evolution bikes did. The Evolution 
3 class will allow bikes such as the very first Kawasaki KX125 with the Uni-Trak 
rear suspension (1980) to race, as well as early-'80s Suzuki RM125s and 250s, the 
RM465, and the first RM250 (1981) with the Full Floater. (This bike was still air- 
cooled.) The class would also include the first few water-cooled YZs, with. their 
Mono-X linkage systems, as well as Honda’s CRs and their first water-cooled bikes 
and Pro Link suspension systems. Early single-shock Maicos can run in the class, as 
well as many other European bikes. KTM and most of the early Uni-Trak 
Kawasakis, however, were ahead of their time and already came stock with disc 
brakes. Perhaps a special class can be created for these bikes. 

Some people might not like the idea of smelling steaming radiators at a “vintage” 
race, but I like it. Any excuse to have more classes and bring more motorcycles - vin- 
tage or evolution - back from the dead and see them, and their owners, back on the 


start line having fun is fine with me.

fairly good shape. The last time the bike 
was ridden was actually in Baja, so the 
standard gas tank had been swapped for 
an old Don Vesco Products desert tank. 
The original tank was in good condition 
(and was fortunately still sitting by the 
bike in storage), so Doughty had some- 
thing to work with. 

To make the bike as visually pleasing 
as possible, the Vintage Iron crew sand 
the tank, fenders, etc. down to the raw 
plastic and then polish them - nearly 
restoring the parts to their original luster. 
The YZ’s tank graphics were also replaced 
with items directly out of the Vintage Iron 
catalog (perforated, so they don't bubble 
and fall off like the originals). 

While the seat on my YZ wasn't ham- 
mered, it had a few small tears. So to 
make the bike as perfect as possible, the 
old seat was replaced with a new one. 
This process involves hand-cutting foam 
and then laminating it to a Vintage Iron 
seat cover. 

Back when Old Yeller was manufac- 
tured, frames were painted rather than 
powder-coated. Since powder-coating is 
tougher and does a good job of dressing 
up the chassis because of its ability to fill 
in small abrasions and other blemishes 
that paint wouldn't hide, Doughty opts 
to powder-coat most of his restorations. 
My YZ had its frame, hubs, triple 
clamps and all of its other painted sur- 
faces powder-coated. 

"The only time that I don't use pow- 
der-coating is if I'm doing a show bike,” 
Doughty said. “The way it lays in the 
cracks along the chassis where two met-

als come together, the way it lays on top 
of welding beads, you're going to notice 
a difference. So if you are putting the 
bike in competition to be judged, a good 
judge is going to see the difference 
between powder-coating and painting. 
But if it's a bike that is going to be rid- 
den, regardless of whether it's a British 
streetbike or a motocross bike, absolute- 
ly we powder-coat them." 

While most of Doughty's restoration 
projects require him to replace the rims, 
Old Yeller's wheels were in good 
enough condition to keep. The spokes, 
however, were replaced with heavier- 
gauge stainless-steel spokes. Naturally, 
my flat old knobbies were replaced with 
brand-spanking-new rubber. 

A new Works Connection clutch 
lever replaced the old unit, a package 
that Doughty says helps reduce the 
clutch pull. A side-pull throttle replaced 
the old assembly, mainly for safety rea- 
sons. The old straight-pull unit had the 
throttle cable hanging out in front of the 
number plate, while the side-pull cleans 
all that up, making it less likely for the 
throttle to get hung up. 

Doughty also recommends replacing 
old-style air cleaners with new-style 
units, even though you can still find the 
originals. 

“I wouldn't put one in a bike I was 
actually going to ride," Doughty said. 
"The foam doesn't age well. The shelf- 
life on an air filter isn't 20 or 25 years. 
When you start using solvent to clean 
the old air filters, they tend to break 
down, and the last thing you want to 
do is screw up a motor that you just

put $1000 in. We have our own line of 
air filters for virtually anything out 
there." 

Since at the time that Doughty did 
Old Yeller's restoration he didn't have a 
jig to make a 1979 YZ exhaust pipe, he 
opted to replace the original exhaust 
with a DG pipe. 

“What we look for is a better power 
spread, allowing the bike to pull from 
corner to corner longer without having 
to shift," Doughty said. "That is what 
we were going for there. We also 
replaced the reeds with Boyesen Reeds 
and it was rejetted slightly to make it a 
bit crisper." 


The end result 


The motorcycle I'd given Doughty was 
straight out of storage, and it looked the 
part. It featured all the nice little oddities 
of a bike that had been put to rest with- 
out much thought about what it would 
look like 20 years later. It emerged from 
storage with a bit of rust and lots of crud 
buildup. It was a motorcycle that you 
wouldn't look at twice - unless you can 
see past such things, as Doughty obvi- 
ously can. When I looked at the bike in 
its fresh-out-of-storage state, I didn't see 
much more than a pile of rubbish. 
Doughty, however, thought it was a 
gem. He'd seen worse, much worse, and 
this restoration would be fairly simple in 
comparison. 

“It was in all-there condition and 
that makes a big difference when you 
go to get a restoration," Doughty said. 
"You can get a bike that is near comple- 
tion and the last 10 percent is unobtain- 
able - and that will keep you from ever 
finishing the project. It also helped that 
many of the parts were still available, 


either from the manufacturer or the 
aftermarket. We didn't run into any 
serious obstacles that way." 

So when Doughty unloaded the 
restored Old Yeller from the back of his 
van at our offices, he unloaded a motor- 
cycle that made me rub my eyes in dis- 
belief. What exactly had happened to the 
pile of crap I’d given him a few weeks 
earlier? This couldn't be the motorcycle 
I'd given him. Suddenly, I started to like 
the bike - much more than I had when I 
put it away for dead some 18 years earli- 
er. Doughty had turned an old woman 
into a supermodel. Old Yeller looked 
like it had just rolled off a showroom 
floor. 

She almost looked too good. Well, 
too good to ride. In fact, after the bike 
was stored in our warehouse for a few 
weeks, we dusted it off and brought it 
upstairs, proudly displaying it in our 
editorial showroom. But Doughty want- 
ed this bike ridden, and he was persis- 
tent. ^But Rick, it looks soooo good." 

The thought of riding in the Vintage 
Iron World Championships was appeal- 
ing. The idea of having former Yamaha 
factory star Mike Bell ride it only further 
validated the idea. Why not have some 
fun on the bike while also allowing "Too 
Tall" to take a journey back in time? 
After all, he'd won the Superbowl of 
Motocross on an eerily similar motorcy- 
cle back in 1978. 

So Doughty won out, and the two of 
us raced the bike at Glen Helen. Bell 
was successful as always, winning both 
motos in the Plus-40 Expert class. 
Although my results in the Evolution 
Intermediate class were less successful 
than Bell's, the outcome for both of us 
was equal: We were both hooked. He 
was suddenly in the market to buy an 
old Yamaha, and 1 was ready to race 
mine some more. 

Most importantly, we both left the 
facility with the same smiles we'd worn 
since we arrived. 

And Doughty was also smiling. 

"The part that is most enjoyable to 
me now has nothing to do with machin- 
ery - it has everything to do with the 
people side of it,” Doughty said. "I got 
you involved in racing your bike again. 
When you get to be over 40 years of age, 
you get to looking at what you're doing 
with your life, and trying to find some 
significance in what you're doing. 
Restoring motorcycles is not that fulfill- 
ing, but getting brothers back together 
and racing together again, getting 
friends who used to race together back 
out there, guys that may have just been 
on the couch, or have forgotten how 
much fun they had during that era that 
they want to recreate. Being able to facil- 
itate that is the best part of my job."

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“Our average restoration runs from $4500 to $5500 on a two-stroke single,” 
Doughty said. "That's usually comprised of $2000 worth of labor, $1800 to $2200 
worth of parts, and then the four Ps - painting, powder-coating, polishing and plat- 
ing. Those are the outside services. Everything else we do here." 


How long? 


“Our normal duration on doing a restoration is a week to a week and a half,” 
Doughty said. “But I don’t want people thinking they can stop by here and drop off 
a bike and pick it up in a week and a half. They have to get in line. 

“We have the bike apart and assessed in a matter of four hours - then we're rock- 


ing and rolling. In a week, we can do it.”

back in '82. After sitting outdoors for 
16 years, it certainly wasn't hot any- 
more, so I asked the folks at Ceet if 
they could restore the seat back to its 
original configuration, including the 
yellow "RM" stencil on the sides. They 
said yes, and they certainly lived up to 
their promise. 


Blast from the past 


Sunday morning had come. As usual, I 
arrived at the track a little late and scur- 
ried around sorting out entries and all 
the usual stuff. By the time that I 
unloaded the bike, practice had already 
started, so I didn't have any time dou- 
ble-checking anything on the bike. That 
had me worried, considering how we 
had slapped things together the night 
before. 

The bike fired right up, seemingly 





anxious to get back on the 
track after all those years. 
While slowly riding to the 
staging area for practice, | 
thought to myself, Did I tight- 
en the shift lever? Why, specif- 
ically, the shift lever came to 
mind is a mystery to me. I 
thought, Sure, I did - didn’t I? 

I quickly peeled off and 
headed to a friend’s pit to bor- 
row a 10mm wrench. Sure 
enough, it was loose. What 
else did I forget to tighten, I 
wondered? 

I finally rode up to the stag- 
ing area. When I went to grab 
the front brake, the lever came 
off in my hand. Now I was really wor- 
ried. I rode back to my truck, stole a 
pivot bolt off a friend's bike and rode 
straight out for practice. 

By now, I was nervous that perhaps I 
had forgotten to tighten an axle nut or 
something, but I managed to get 
through the first lap in one piece. Feel- 
ing more confident, I started to pick up 
the pace a little bit and was simply 
amazed at how good the bike felt. The 
motor had tons of usable power and the 
rear suspension was unbelievably good. 

Two laps completed and all was well. 
The carburetion was spot on, the brakes 
worked well, and it was 1982 all over 
again - just bitchin’. 

After the third lap, the checkered flag 
came out signaling the end of practice,

_ im a super-friendly manner. He was also very reliable. If he promised me a part 
would be in on Wednesday, I could count on it being in on Wednesday. 

Perhaps the biggest help of all was Ron Lawson, who is the editor of Dirt Bike 
magazine. Ron and I have been friends for a long time, way before we started work- 
ing for the magazines. We drove to the races together back in the mid- 70s and early 
‘80s when we didn't have real lives. More than once Ron has felt the handlebars of 
old '82 digging into his shoulder while we diced for the lead around DeAnza Cycle 
Park and Corona Raceway. Ron is the king of "making do" with what you've got 
when it comes to emergencies (of which I had plenty in the last few days before the 
race). He could modify an old CZ piston into a clutch lever if he had to, so he was 
quite handy to have around when it came to crunch time. Ron spent many late- 
night hours in my garage making things work that shouldn't have. 

Yes, I might have restored my bike the hard way and not the best way, but, for 
me, it was the fun (and cheap) way. Even the late nights in the garage were fun - all 
because of an old dirt bike and a lot of good friends.

touched the brake lever. I looked down 
to see that the brake arm had fallen off 
the backing plate. I kicked the backing 
plate free again and putted back to my 
truck. 

I had plenty of time before my first 
moto, which I used to go over every sin- 
gle nut, bolt and screw. By the time I got 
to the starting line for the first moto, | 
finally was confident that the bike 
would hold together. 

I actually had a small cheering sec- 
tion in the stands to witness the '82's 
coming out. Mom, who hadn't seen me 
race since 1982, was in the stands. So 
was my wife, as well as some of our 
neighborhood friends who had never 
been to a motocross race. They became 
interested in the project after seeing the 
bike in my garage and started monitor- 
ing the RM's progress. By the time the 
bike was completed, they wanted to see 
this one-time pile of rusty metal take a 
few laps around the track, as did a cou- 
ple of my longtime racing buddies, who 
had actually banged handlebars a few 
times with this very same bike back in 
1982. 

The old RM and I picked up pretty 
much where we left off. We went out 
and won the first moto, and during the 
course of the five-lap race, the '82 RM 
never missed a beat. She performed as I 
remembered, pumping out tons of 
power. and soaking up all the bumps 
like a soft couch. 

Between motos, I grabbed a handful 
of wrenches and began going over the 
bike again. Just about every nut and bolt 
had come loose, but that could be 
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expected for its first race back after a 
major overhaul. 

The second moto, the RM and I were 
leading again, but this time my luck finally 
ran out. The needle-clip inside the carbure- 
tor popped off and left me with an ill-run- 
ning motor. I knew the clip was bad going 
into the race and even thought about 
replacing it between motos, but I chose not 
to because of the windy and dusty condi- 
tions that day at the track. Instead, I hoped 
it would last five more laps. It didn’t. 

I certainly wasn't disappointed that | 
DNFed the second moto. How could | 
be? To me, just the fact I got the bike 
running again Saturday night was the 
ultimate. Anything after that was a 
bonus: seeing the bike in the back of my 
truck again, riding it in practice, having 
my family and friends come out to the 
track and actually winning the first 
moto. I had nothing to be disappointed 
about, except for, perhaps, letting old 
'82 go to waste in the first place. So, I 
have promised never again to let it 
spend the night outside. 


But was it worth it? 


The project itself was a lot of work, at 
times very frustrating, but, in the end, it 
was extremely rewarding, both mechan- 
ically and emotionally. Even though the 
bike has one race under its belt in its 
second coming, I still have plenty of 
work left to do on it, such as finishing 
off the front wheel, and replacing many 
old nuts, bolts, bearings and bushings 
that I was forced to reuse or improvise 
in the “late-night” hours before the race. 

How much did it all cost? To be hon- 
est, I didn't keep track of every penny - I 
didn't want to - but I would say that 1 
have approximately $1500 worth of 
parts into it. I think it was truly worth it, 
when you consider I now have a nice 
old race bike that will never really 
appreciate in value but that I can still 
have just as much fun racing as I did 
back in its heyday. Yes, I admit, I 
fudged here and there as far as "doing 
things right" in the course of the restora- 
tion, but hey, it runs, it looks good and I 
have an excuse to keep working on it. CN

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Project Bike

atience is a virtue, and that virtue 
p often never sweeter than when 

it seems like you've been waiting 
for something forever. 

That's how I felt during the meta- 
morphosis of one 1976 Yamaha XT500 
from a crusty, has-been "enduro" bike 
into a full-blown flat track racing 
machine. After tearing the bike down, 
then putting the project on the back 
burner, getting the chassis done, then 
putting the project on the back burner, 
having the engine built, then putting the 
project on the... well, two years later, 
here it is. But there is a little more to this 
particular project-bike story than can be 
seen in the images before you. 


A HISTORY LESSON 


I think that I would actually have to go a 
damn sight back in time to unearth the 
day that the original idea for this partic- 
ular project popped into my head. I 
remember that it was way back in 1993, 
when I met one of the best friends that 
l've ever had. I was both an assistant 
editor at Cycle News and a self-avowed 
speedway nut. I followed dirt track rac- 
ing with a fair amount of passion, 
thought it was a cool sport, but never 
really figured that I would ever race it. 
Speedway ruled my world. Then one 
day, out of curiosity more than anything 
else, I answered a want ad in Cycle News 
that was placed by a club that called 
itself the Southern California Flat Track 
Association. As it turned out, the phone

number in the ad belonged to the presi- 
dent of the club, and he lived not more 
than 10 minutes away from me, so he 
invited me over to his house to bench 
race and check out his equipment. A 
few more phone calls, and a friendship 
developed, and I started going with him 
to some of the club races that were left 
on the schedule. After a while, I really 
started to get the itch to try racing. Once 
he let me ride one of his bikes during a 
practice day at Glen Helen, the hook 
was set. 

Speedway came first, however, and 
1994 marked my first "serious" season 
of riding on the Southern California cir- 
cuit. That old flat track guy dug speed- 
way too, and he signed on to be my 
mechanic, paying his way into the races 
for that entire season. We didn't set the 
world on fire, but we had a great time. 
Meanwhile, we always BS'd about the 
day that we might actually go to the 
races together as a flat-track team, and 
as the speedway season wore on, | 
decided that all of the preparation 
required to keep a good speedway bike 
looking and running well wasn’t worth 
the actual amount of time spent riding 
it. I decided to call it a day at the end of 
the year, and I began researching the 
possibility of finding myself an honest- 
to-goodness dirt track bike to ride. 

If you read the Want Ads section of 
Cycle News, then you know that even a 
used dirt tracker can cost an arm and a 
leg - of which I had spares of neither. 
But my friend told me not to despair, 
cluing me in that the best way to go was 


to find an old Yamaha TT500. He had 
built several great dirt track bikes by 
taking a stock TT, cutting the steering 
head, lengthening the swingarm and 
souping up the motor. Inside of.a half 
mile, he said, it would be all a guy 
would ever need to have a good time. 

It just so happened that I had seen 
such a bike in the Cycle News ware- 
house. Sitting off in the corner was this 
rusty old Yamaha XT500. It wasn't a TT, 
but it was close enough. Apparently it 
was one of the play toys of the late 
Chuck Clayton, a man whom I never 
met but to whom I will always be grate- 
ful because of the fact that he founded 
Cycle News. After going through the 
proper channels, I was told that the pos- 
sibility existed that I could take the bike 
and do something with it, but the pow- 
ers that be would "get back to me." It 
seemed as though the bike was doomed 
to rust away in the darkness like the 
Titanic. 

Fast forward to 1996, where I had 
spent an entire summer chasing the 
AMA Grand National circuit as the “dirt 
track guy" for Cycle News. I had also 
managed to get in a fair amount of dirt 
track racing on machinery that belonged 
to one person or another. Heck, I even 
got to ride an XR750 on the half mile at 
Oklahoma City. Granted, it wasn't a 
Grand National, but my learning curve 
was still a steep one, and come October 
of that year I was a dirt track junkie, 
cruising through the pits at Del Mar, 
leathers and helmet in hand, hoping that 
someone would loan me a bike for the 


After two years of after-hours parts 
gathering and labor (mixed with long 
periods of interruption), our project 
Yamaha dirt tracker is finally finished. We 
think it was worth it. 


Skip Van Leeuwen Short Track. With 
the help of one of the local hot shoes 
from the area, I found a guy by the 
name of Rick Anders, who was willing 
to loan me a stock-framed XT500 for the 
night. I wound up riding the bike, mar- 
velling at how well it handled in spite of 
the fact that it was not an aftermarket- 
framed wonder bike. I couldn't believe 
how predictable it felt as it slid through 
the turns - this particular example 
exhibiting a slight push, which was the 
way that Anders liked to ride it. After 
finishing 11th in the Pro main event that 
night, I was as bound and determined as 
ever to drag out that old XT in the ware- 
house and get to work. 


BUMBLING AND STUMBLING 


It didn't take long for my persistence to 
pay off, and the authorization was final- 
ly granted to get my pet project rolling. 
Looking back on it now, I never realized 
how involved a deal it was actually 
going to turn out to be. See, building a 
flat track motorcycle, even if it is out of a 
stock motorcycle, is far removed from 
the work that it takes to, say, modify 
your average motocrosser, unless we're 
talking about works bikes. Parts are not 
available in kit form, and what cannot 
be bought must be built by hand or with 





the aid of a skilled machinist. Footpegs, 
bodywork, wheels, chassis - you name it 
-itall needs to be massaged by someone 
who knows dirt track bikes and has 
done it before. It takes a tremendous 
amount of time, talent and commitment 
if you want the finished product to be 
something that you can be proud of. 

Since I lacked the first two of those 
ingredients, it took twice as much of the 
third for this project to be realized. It is 
for this reason that I decided to show 
everyone the finished project first. In the 
next three or four issues of Cycle News, I 
plan to walk through it, showing you 
what it took to get the chassis and 
engine built, the final assembly, and 
then give you insight into the highs (and 
lows) of some of my racing experiences 
with this particular bike.

in here, trying to defend my 
title, having an injury that kept me out 
for three months. I’ve been working so 
hard, I'm just so happy," exclaimed 
Doug Dubach after sweeping Sunday's 
Over 30 Pro class at the White Brothers 
World Vet Championship held at Glen 
Helen Raceway. 

Challenging White Brothers / Yama- 
ha-sponsored Dubach for the title were 
last year's second-through-fourth-place 
finishers: Terry Fowler, Costa Rican 
Adrian Robert and Chaparral's Team 
Manager Larry Brooks, Returning to 
reclaim the title was 1996 Champion 
and Yamaha of Troy's Team Manager 
Erik Kehoe. As if that wasn't enough, 
several new 30-year-old riders joined

the World Vet ranks, 
including off-road legend 
Ty Davis and Jeff Matiase- 
vich. But 36-year-old 
Dubach, even with his 
recent Achilles tendon 
injury was the favored 
rider in the event. 

The tension in the pits 
increased as race time 
grew nearer and the riders 
realized the level of com- 
petition they faced. Mont- 
clair Yamaha /Lobo Rac- 
ing / Moose / Oakley /IMS/ 
Spectro/Dunlop/FMF- 
sponsored Davis said, 
"This is my first one [Vet 
Championship]. There's a 
lot of competition. I raced 
yesterday up at Gorman. I 
figured l'd come down 
here. This is almost like a 
National. I’m not used to 
the speed yet. The pace is 
so much quicker than I'm 
used to. If you haven't 
done it in a while, it takes 
awhile to get used to it." 

Robert, who competed 
in the Over-30 event on 
Saturday, said, "Today is 
different. Today there are a 
lot of good riders." 

Stroker / John Burr 
Cycles/Troy Lee/Arnette/ 
Alpinestar-backed Fowler 
admitted, "After you get 
out there on the track, 
that's the easy part. Sitting 
here waiting for it to hap- 
pen, that's the tough part. 
After the gate drops, it will 
be okay." 

When the gate released 
the riders for the first 
moto, Brooks led the 
charge through the first 
turn. Peter Melton from 
Australia came through in 





second, with Matiasevich, Fowler and 
Davis close behind. Through the next 
five turns, Brooks retained the lead, 
while Fowler passed Matiasevich and 
Melton for third and then second. Davis 
charged past Matiasevich into fourth. 
Dubach moved up from sixth to fifth in 
front of Matiasevich. Davis cruised past 
Melton before reaching the Budd's 
Creek section of track. Shortly there- 
after, Dubach passed both Melton and 
Davis, placing Dubach in third. 

As the riders made their first trip 
around the track, Brooks held the lead 
with Fowler on his back tire. Dubach, 
Davis, Melton and Matiasevich pursued. 
However, Shoei Mountain ended 
Brooks' lead in the moto. As Brooks and 
Fowler charged down Shoei Mountain, 
Fowler made a close pass on Brooks and 
Brooks went down. 

"] got underneath him and we came 
together and unfortunately he had 
nowhere else to go and he fell over,” 
explained Fowler. "It wasn't intentional 
at all. We're good friends and I feel bad 
about it." 

Brooks was heated about the alterca- 
tion, nursing an injured hand and 
chewed up forearm, but he said, "It was 
fun, I guess. No different than my whole 
career. It could have been worse." 

Fowler took the lead, but Dubach did 
not allow the glory to last. Dubach flew 
past Fowler during lap two as the riders 
went up the podium jump. For the next 
two laps, Dubach held the lead, while 
Fowler and Davis battled for second. 
Matiasevich reclaimed the number-four 
position in front of Melton. Dubach held 
a three-second lead on Fowler for laps 
four through seven. 

For most of the moto, the crowd's 
attention was focused on the relentless 
battle for second between Fowler and 
Davis. Fowler skillfully retained second, 
the two riders rubbing plastic several 
times during the moto. 

Dubach crossed the finish line after 
26 minutes had elapsed to take the win. 








Seven seconds later fol- 
lowed Fowler, then Davis. 

"] wasn't sure how I was 
going to be," Dubach said. 
"I went out hard. I got an 
okay start and I felt pretty 
good. As the race pro- 
gressed, I started picking up 
the pace. I came out on top. 
I hope I can stay clean in the 
next start." 

“I got a start right where 
I wanted to," said Fowler. ^I 
like that better than getting 
the holeshot and leading, 
then finding out what 
everyone else's pace was. I 
hoped Doug was a little fur- 
ther back than that. I could 
see in the corner of my eye 
that Doug messed up at the 
start. He surprised me 
when he passed me. He 
rode strong the whole moto. 
I guess I need for him to 
start a little further back." 

Regarding his battle with 
Davis, Fowler said, "It was 
a good race between me 
and Ty. We were both prac- 
ticing this week together. I 
knew he wouldn't pass me 
unless I let him by. We 
hooked pretty good." 

Off-road rider Davis 
said, "It was better than I 
expected. Getting a good 
start is 90 percent of it here. 
I was shocked that I could 
maintain that pace with those guys. 
Dubach came by me at a pretty fast 
pace. I should've gotten by Fowler. We 
collided a couple times." 

Davis laughed and added, "If he 
[Fowler] wasn't a friend, I would have 
T-boned him. It was so close. I tried to 
get him in the back corner like Dubach 
did to me. I decided to wait until the 
second moto. We've been practicing 
together and joked with each other that 
it's going to be a race for second place. 
And here it is, him and me going at it. 
He started making mistakes, but I 
couldn't capitalize on it." 

Dubach started strong in moto two, 
seizing the holeshot. Brad Bolton, Bryan 
Nelson, Fowler, Matiasevich and Davis 
pursued. Before the second lap was 
over, Dubach, Fowler and Davis had 
taken up positions one through three. 
Rich Taylor moved into fourth with Nel- 
son and Matiasevich in tow. 

Dubach, Fowler and Davis held one- 
two-three for the next three laps, then 
Taylor briefly took third away from 
Davis. Davis reclaimed third in the sev- 
enth lap. Further back in the pack, 
Robert, who started the moto in eighth, 
advanced through the riders placing 
him in fourth at the start of lap seven. 

At the finish line, Dubach held a 
four-second lead over Fowler, Davis 
and Robert. Kehoe crossed the line in 
fifth and Matiasevich in sixth. 

“It’s great to win it. This is my sixth 
time now," said Dubach. "It's certainly 
not getting boring. It seems like there's a 
new challenge that comes up every 
time. That second moto, I was just try- 
ing to keep pace. I didn't know how 
much I had in me. Then he [Fowler] 
backed off a little bit and gave me the 
cushion I needed to cruise home. 

“I lost my father earlier this year. So 
many things have gone on. I'm just so 
happy." 

“I did everything I could, rode the 
best I could," admitted Fowler. "Some- 
times you come out on top; sometimes 
the better guy does it, again [Dubach], 
for the thousandth time in a row now. 
We'll start training a little earlier in the 
year next year. I started right behind 


him, right where I wanted 
to. He just pulled away. I 
stayed with him for a little 
bit, made a few mistakes 
and he got away from me." 

Davis, who dealt with a 
sticking throttle during the 
entire moto said, "I had a 
good start, and then I 
stalled it in the first turn 
and lost the holeshot. The 
throttle slide was sticking, 
so I had to back the pace 
off. It's kind of a bummer, 
but I’m happy to be here. 
Its my first Vet Nationals, 
and I got on the podium. 
It's good training. I was out 
here with big-name riders 
like Matiasevich, and I'm 
just an off-road guy. White 
Brothers' races seem to be 
pretty good for me." 

Capturing fourth place 
overall, Kawasaki-mounted 
Matiasevich said, "Next 
year I'll come a little bit 
more prepared. I didn't 
know it [the event] was so 
serious. It was almost like 
being in a National, six or 
seven years ago. I'll come 
prepared next year." 

The two-day World Vet 
Championships brought over 500 riders 
from all over the United States and 
seven countries total. They ranged in 
age from 25 to 70-plus, in classes from 
Novice to Expert. Several classes, such 
as the 69 riders in the Over 40 Novice 
class, had to be separated into two divi- 
sions to accommodate all of the racers. 

In the Over 40 Expert class, 30 riders 
lined up for the first moto. On the line 
was Ron Turner, who said he was 
determined to pick up career win num- 
ber 845. Turner, who has been racing 
since 1969, admitted that he was a little 
nervous, adding, "There's some new 
guys here I haven't raced against 
before." 

Turner, who is usually known for his 
quick starts, took second to Mike 
Altenhofel through the first turn. Turner 


then squared off the turn before the first 
tabletop and seized the number-one 
position. Answer/Pro Circuit /Wayne 
Smith / Maxima /VP /Goat/ AC Racing's 
Turner negotiated the track for the rest 
of the moto to take first. Warren Hick- 
man, from Idaho, challenged Turner's 
lead but was unable to make the pass. 
Tony Cooksley, from New Zealand, cap- 
tured third. 

“I was a little bit intimidated at first 
because I didn't know some of those 
guys. But it felt good and worked out all 
right," said Turner. "He [Hickman] 
stayed right in there. I was a little tense 
and wasn't quite as calm as I usually 
am. If the rest go like that, I’ll be just 
fine." 

Turner took holeshot honors in the

Sunday. The only rider to challenge 
Turner in any moto was Cooksley, who 
took second in both. 

Yamaha's Cooksley explained, "Yes, 
I really did come here from New 
Zealand for this race. I got a couple of 
bikes from Jim Holley. I've seen the 
event in the magazines. In New 
Zealand, the Vets are not very big, so we 
thought we'd come here. Four of us 
came from New Zealand and we're hav- 
ing a great time. I’ve read about him 
[Turner] in magazines, now I'm racing 
against him." 

Matt Tedder, David Danko, Edgar 
Avila and Peter Murray were the first 
riders through the first turn in the Over- 
40 Expert's fourth moto. Turner got an 
uncharacteristic seventh-place start. 
Before the completion of the second lap, 
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Murray took the lead and Turner was in 
second. Laps three through four, Mur- 
ray and Turner swapped positions for 
the lead several times. 

Murray took the checkers, giving 
Turner his only loss for the weekend. 

"That was work, but I still took the 
overall. It was a good race," said Turner. 

Sinisalo /Garne /Smith /Shoei / Bel 
Ray /Pro Circuit-backed Murray said, 
"This is my second race in the 40 class. I 
was really looking forward to this. I’ve 
been battling in the 30 class for years. 
And, like today, I never overalled the 30 
class. So, it's like, l'm moving into the 40 
class, I've got to finally get the overall. I 
got a really bad start my first moto, so I 
figured I was doomed for the overall. I 
had a lot of fun though. It reminded me 
of the old days at Ascot. It was clean 
and it was fun." 

Japan's Hideaki Suzuki swept the 
Over-50 class in all four motos. Koji 
Masuda challenged his friend for the 
lead in the first three motos. A first-turn 
crash between the two riders in the 
fourth moto resulted in a fifth-place fin- 
ish for Masuda. Masuda claimed second 
overall on Saturday and third on Sun- 
day. "I'm just happy to be here racing. I 
am looking forward to next year," said 
Masuda. 

Even White Brothers' president Tom 
White got into the action on Saturday in 
the Over-50 class. White's 4-5 record 
placed him fifth behind Marshall, Illi- 
nois' Gary Peak and Alan Kent. 

Many spectators anticipated watch- 
ing Jeff Emig racing in the 25-29 Expert 
class on Saturday. Unfortunately, Emig 
crashed hard during the Friday practice 
and was not able to compete. Emig did 
attend the event to watch his older 
brother Brian race in the Over 30 Pro 
class. 

A special ceremony was held Sun- 
day afternoon honoring Edison Dye, 
the man responsible for bringing 
motocross to the United States. Master 
of ceremonies Tom White introduced 
Dye and announced that the "Edison 
Dye Lifetime Achievement Award" 
would be presented annually to those 
who make the greatest contribution to 
the sport of motocross. Malcolm 
Smith, Gunnar Lindstrom, Lars Lars- 
son, Roger DeCoster, Chuck Minert, 
Bill Silverthorn, Joe Parkhurst, Dick 
Miller, Jeff Emig and Jack McGrath 
(representing his son Jeremy) partici- 
pated in the awards ceremony, each 
commenting on how Dye had affected 
their lives.

The real deal 


does the illustrious sport of Grand Prix 
road racing justice. 

The latest offering from Hazelton 
Publishing, the publishers of Moto- 
course, is everything its title promises. It 
is history. Well-chronicled history by 
journalists who were there - not wanna- 
be journalists who claim to be experts 
without ever setting foot on hallowed 
grounds like Le Source hairpin at Spa- 
Francorchamps. These are stories writ- 
ten by men who shared beers with Mike 
Hailwood, and Dr. Pepper with Freddie 
Spencer.

Motorcycle Racing’s First Superstar,” 
and “Kenny Roberts, The Maverick.” 

The book also features sidebar stories 
on significant technical advances in the 
sport, most of which are written by 
Kevin Cameron, generally accepted as 
the best technical writer in motorcy- 
cling.

And the book 
doesn’t ignore classes that have been for- 
gotten by the FIM - 50cc, 80cc and 350cc. 

Noyes and crew have covered it all:

had an unexpected illustration of the Strike's competitive side before I even sat on the 
f bike, when first lapping Rijeka aboard the works 750cc Formula endurance racer, fresh 

from competing in the 1999 Bol d'Or 24 Hours. One of Laverda's duo of youthful factory 
testers came out of pit lane just ahead of me on the naked streetbike, fitted with the exact 
same Metzeler MeZ3 tires as the racer, and - ahem, proceeded to pull away from me without 
getting at all out of shape. Very embarrassing. 

Okay, then came the long front straight, and my fully faired racer pulled back a 
few yards - only to lose out again big time when we came to the twisty stuff at the 
far end of the circuit. I was both impressed, and humbled - until we switched seats 
and it was my turn to straddle the Strike, when the tables were turned and I pulled 
away from him mounted aboard the endurance racer. Phew - honor saved: but how 
come? 

Well, apart from the fact that the endurance engine's entire concession to 
race tuning consists of bolting a different exhaust pipe on to the stock engine 
and slightly remapping the EFI to suit, the motor in the Café Racer is essen- 
pally identical in performance. But the Black Strike is simply more agile and 
easier to steer in a succession of turns along Racer Road, and has a better sus- 
pension setup to cope with the bumps in a Rijeka surface that hasn't seen 
much maintenance during a decade of Yugoslavian conflict. 

The ride quality from the Paioli suspension is excellent, and provides good 
front-end grip that allows you to keep up corner speed while levering on the 
bars to change direction. And there's good grip from the rear thanks to a com- 
bination of the fully adjustable Paioli shock with remote nitrogen reservoir 
that allows you to easily dial up any changes, and a progressive rear link. 

Couple that with the revised steering geometry introduced earlier this 
year, which saw Laverda steepen the head angle and move the radiator far- 
ther back to suit, thus sharpening the steering still further but with extra trail 
to preserve stability, and you have a fine-handling package that arguably 
sets new standards for today's street "nudie" class. It’s nimble yet poised, 
fast-steering yet improbably stable for a bike with a short 55-inch wheelbase 
that's worthy of a 250cc GP racer. And then you have another reason the 
Black Strike could walk away from the Endurance racer - braking. 

Though both have the same Brembo package with 320mm semi-floating 
discs matched with top-spec four-pot calipers and braided stainless-steel 
lines, the Strike stopped far better at the end of the straight, thanks mainly to 
different pads and an altered disc spec, all giving more bite on the lever. 
When I first saw the Café Racer logo adorning the sidecover, I'll admit to 
sniffing at it as a marketing rip-off. But, in fact, the peerless handling of the 
Strike's Bakker-based frame - arguably the finest-steering series-production 
chassis currently produced by any manufacturer - allows it to stand worthily 
in the footsteps of the café-racer tradition.

They have also 
finally been phased out for 
the Zane factory's new- 
millennium lineup in 
favor of Suzuki's

SV650 V-twin that made its debut in 
Laverda guise at the Paris Show as the 
new Lynx - itself a modular design par 
excellence. 

But if their old air-cooled 668cc motor 
passed its sell-by date some years ago, 
Laverda’s newer 750cc, water-cooled, 
DOHC, eight-valve parallel-twin is unde- 
niably a much fresher slice of mechanical 
produce, hence the company’s decision 





to update its stripped-out Strike roadster 
lineup a year ago. They’ve done so by 
matching the newer engine, hitherto only 
used in its fully faired 750cc sportbike 
range in base-model 82-hp guise, to the 
benchmark Bakker-derived twin-spar 
aluminum frame, and a lean, mean look 
created by stylist Lino Borgesan. The 
result provided a valid alternative to 
Ducati's 900 Monster in the nudie-bike 
naked-roadster stakes, with a net perfor- 
mance advantage from the fuel-injected 
“otto-valvole” motor. That powerplant, in 
spite of giving away a 20-percent capaci- 
ty handicap, had the edge on the carbu- 
reted M900 desmo, and slaughtered the 
M750 stone dead - leaving only the Mon- 
ster's status as a me-first design icon, 
coupled with clever, big-budget market- 
ing, to preserve its market dominance. 
Dynamically, the Laverda was a better 
bike. 

Though Ducati’s transformation 
under American ownership into a vol- 
ume manufacturer means more Mon- 
sters are manufactured in a single 
month than Laverda’s total produc- 
tion for an entire year, the Bologna 
firm has reacted to the Strike’s lead 
(as well as the even bigger threat of 
the Suzuki-powered Cagiva Raptor) 
by fuel-injecting and updating the 
Monster range for next year. But 
Laverda had already anticipated that, 
and the Black Strike 750cc Café Racer 
is the result. 

Launched at the 1999 Milan Show 
and entering series production (that is, 
not a one-off limited-edition batch) in 
December for sale early in the New Year 
at an extremely competitive price in 
Italy of our $9000 - the same as the car- 
bureted 900 Monster, $500 less than the 
new 900 i.e. - the Black Strike has not 
only been refined styling-wise by Laver- 
da’s new ex-Aprilia design chief, Alber- 
to Capella, it’s also had a performance 
boost by adopting the most powerful 
version of the 180-degree (so, one-up 
one-down, piston-wise) DOHC parallel- 
twin motor, as fitted to the 75055 For- 
mula and itself updated for 2000. 

Thus while still delivering 92 hp at 
9200 rpm as before, a combination of 
new camshafts, altered valve timing and 
a remapped Marelli fuel-injection sys- 
tem (though still retaining a single injec- 
tor per cylinder and the same 50mm 
throttle bodies) delivers improved 
midrange power as well as a smoother, 
flatter torque curve, which now peaks 
with 60.5 foot-pounds at 6500 rpm. This 
comes about also thanks to a new, hand- 
crafted, two-into-one exhaust system fit- 
ted with a twin-exit Shark carbon can. It 
delivers a fruity exhaust note that, when 
you press the button to light up the 
motor, allows the Black Strike to give 
every promise of living up to the “Café 
Racer” tag emblazoned on the body- 
work. 




















In fact, the Black Strike 750 is a blast 
to ride - and I’m not just referring to the 
tug on your arms occasioned by red-lin- 
ing the tach in sixth gear at an indicated 
136 mph down the Rijeka front straight. 
Besides the engine mods, the benefit of 
which becomes immediately apparent 
when you zap off the mark and have to 
stand on the footpegs to hold the front 
wheel on the ground, Laverda has also 





rerigged the riding position - at least 
compared to the previous Strikes, as 
well as the Formula, with the footpegs 
slightly lower but also farther back than 
before, and a pair of clip-on aluminum 
handlebars milled from solid billets 
bolted to the fully adjustable 41mm 
Paioli upside-down forks, above the 
upper tripleclamp. 

As well as delivering an ideal riding 
position that offers both comfort and 
control, the bars are lowered just 
enough to deliver a more sporting 
stance than the previous high-barred 
arrangement. It also is slightly more 
aerodynamic - and gives quite direct- 
feeling steering in tighter turns, thanks 
to the excellent leverage of the fairly 
wide-spread bars. 

Trailing along at 50 mph in fourth 
gear at around 5000 rpm doesn’t pro- 
duce anything like the same midrange 
transmission snatch which made riding

sO many previous Laverdas in traffic 
such a chore, thanks to the improved 
cushdrive in the rear Marchesini wheel 
and, presumably, also to the altered 
cam profiles and remapped injection. 
They've also fixed the harsh gear shift 
from the first 750s: The shift action is 
still a little notchy, but it’s now quite 
precise, and the clutch is infinitely less 
stiff than on any Ducati or Aprilia V- 
twin, making light work of town rid- 
ing. But you still need to dial up 6000 
revs on the white-faced tach before 
there's serious power on tap from the 
eight-valve engine - though from there 
to the redline (and 9500 rpm rev-lim- 
iter) is just a nano-second of accelera- 
tion, because the engine picks up speed 
so quickly in its upper reaches. It's a

buzz to ride - only, not literally - with 
what appears from this early pre-pro- 
duction model to be an improved qual- 
ity of manufacture compared to the hit- 
or-miss level of previous Laverdas. 

Even the passenger gets better 
accommodation, with good handgrips 
and a thick enough pad to make boule- 
varding to the next bistro or cruising the 
cafés more of a pleasure than a chore. 
And the mirrors even work. 

Riding the 750 Black Strike under- 
lines that, after the turmoil of the past 
year, Laverda gives every sign of having 
set itself straight. In delivering a revvier, 
rortier twin-cylinder nakedbike option 
to the muscular, lazier Ducati Monster, 
Laverda has carved itself a solid niche in 
the roadster market. CN

A round was the trick-or-treat round for 
Walker and Tesh. 

On the second 125cc A start, Tesh 
grabbed the holeshot, but early on lap 
one he was swarmed by Moto Planet's 
Ritchie Horton and Walker. Ultra Series 
regular Chuck Shirley shouldered his 
way past Tesh as well, demoting Daniel 
to fourth. And then the fun began. 

Taking advantage of the battle raging 
around him, Walker focused on the track 
ahead and pulled away out front, setting 
a fast pace. Horton, in second, held off 
Shirley and Tesh for two and a half laps. 
Shirley was able to trade places with 
Horton at the halfway point in the six- 
lap moto, thinking he had put himself in 
position for a shot at Walker. But things 
don't always work out according to 
plan, and on the next lap Tesh saw a 
chance to take care of both Horton and 
Shirley in the same section. Tesh blasted 
into second, and his momentum carried 
Horton along into third. Shirley quickly 
found himself in fourth. 

At the finish, Walker hopped 
through the timing whoops first, head- 
ing the train of Yamaha riders that com- 
prised the top five: Tesh, Horton, 
Shirley and Jered Black, who sits third 
in Ultra Series 125A points. Black had 
taken a hard fall early on lap one, 































































demolishing the mouth guard of his hel- 
met and mashing his nose. 

"I might have broken it," Black admit- 
ted later. “When I got back up, my gog- 
gles were all smeared with blood. It was 
kind of hard to see, but sort of cool, too." 

Tesh took the second 250cc A moto 
holeshot, and then Walker took over. The 
first time past the scoring stand, Walker 
had things well under control, with Tesh, 
Paul Justus, Horton and Kent Rogerson 
following. The spectators had grown so 
accustomed to seeing Walker out in front 
that when he crashed in the infield, it 
was a shock. Walker struggled to extract 
the big four-stroke from the sand, while 
rider after rider roosted through the cor- 
ner. Finally Walker remounted, in eighth. 

As Tesh popped through the finish- 
line whoops, Walker came up in a 
hurry, passing three riders within half a 
lap to put his big growler in fifth. A few 
laps later, Walker had an interesting bat- 
tle with Rogerson and Horton. The tena- 
cious Horton had a trick played on him 
when his bike stalled, allowing Walker 
and Rogerson to get around him. Hor- 
ton refired his bike and rejoined in fifth, 
which he maintained to the finish. 

"He seems determined," 
noted Horton's mom, Rita. 
"Ritchie is working out regu- 
larly, has quit smoking and is 
eating better, so he's serious 
about getting back into racing. 
We were all pleased with his 
stamina today, especially since 
this is his first real test in three 
years."

Walker, on his march to the front, 
was held up for more than a lap by Jus- 
tus, and by the time he had passed the 
Dal-Kawa Suzuki to hunt down Tesh, 
time was running out. Even though 
"Warp-Drive" Walker was gaining up to 
five seconds per lap on Tesh, Tesh had 
such a lead that Walker couldn't make 
up the deficit. Coming across the finish- 
line whoops for the last time, Walker 
was entering the section just as Tesh left 
it. 

Walker encountered no goblins in the 
Over 25 A contest, cruising the sand 
aboard his powerful YZ400F to scoop up 
double moto wins for the overall victory. 
Rogerson and Ben Rutledge traded sec- 


ond-place finishes after great battles in 
each round. Rutledge found the wrong 
rut in the second moto and ended up fin- 
ishing fourth, for third overall.

MORRISON, IL, OCT. 31 

T e had the fast guys from the 
Midwest and one guy from 
California," said Pro rider 
Phil Converse at the end of the 
PJ1/Moose/Smith/DP Brakes/ Trelle- 
borg-sponsored 100-miler, located amid 
the peat bogs, hills and deep creeks in 
west central Illinois, and touted as 
"America's Tuffest Motorcycle Race." 
That "one guy" was Rodney Smith, 1998 
and '99 GNCC Champion. 

After the shotgun start in a open corn 
field, Smith led the first wave of riders 
in a loop around a marker on the far 
side of the field before turning back 
toward the start line to give the specta- 
tors a final view before cornering anoth- 
er marker and then racing flat out for 
the course trail. 

The first few miles of the three 45-mile 
loops snaked through the infamous Peat 
Bog - home of the "Peat Bog Monster." 
The bog has been drained, but with its 
ditches, soft spots and high weeds, it is 
still treacherous. Smith escaped the peat 
bog but was unaware of the red plastic 
snow fence being used as a course marker 
and had his Suzuki pegged as he headed 
for the mile-and-a-quarter motocross 
track that was part of the course. 
Unaware of the crossing over a drainage 
tube, after a 90-degree turn marked by 
the red fencing, Smith sped on. 

"If he makes that corner, at that 
speed," said promoter and course referee 
Bill Gusse, "he has got to be the greatest 
motorcycle rider of all time." 

At the last possible moment, Smith 
straightened the Suzuki up. He hit the 
fence head on and literally blew it apart. 
Other than the fence, nothing was hurt - 
but at least Smith now knew about the 
use of red plastic fence as a course 
marker. 

October was one of the driest months 
on record, with less than half an inch of 
rain, but Rock Creek was still flowing 
strongly, and after hard use in previous 
races, deep holes had formed in its 
muddy bottom. The Pros went through 
as a group at the number-one spectator 
point, "Nightmare at Rock Creek," stir- 
ring it up for the riders who followed. 
The riders had been warned during the 
riders meeting. 

"The creek's bad," Gusse had said, "so 
bad that it will only be crossed during the 
first loop. If you want to be sure you can 
get across, get your feet wet and walk the 
machine. Otherwise there'll be someone 
on the far bank selling spark plugs and 
air filters, and they won't be cheap." 

The Coon Creek crossing, with its 
nasty 30-foot drop down a steep 
embankment and a rock/mud-bottom 





combo, presented a challenge. Approxi- 
mately 100 yards of creek bottom had to 
be traversed to get to a rapidly deterio- 
rating mud-bank exit. Then there was a 
long, tight woods section before the gas. 

Smith gave up the lead in that wood- 
ed section to Mike Sampson, who only 
needed an eighth-place-or-better finish 
to win the series overall points champi- 
onship. Sampson had second thoughts 
about leading the field so early in a 100- 
mile run, so he pulled over and let 
Smith by. Tim Taber, on a KTM from 
Taber's Funmart Cycle Shop, thought 
Sampson was letting everyone pass, and 
when Sampson attempted to pull in 
behind Smith and in front of Taber, 
Taber crashed into him and they both 
ended up off the trail and against a tree. 
Kawasaki jockey Jeff Fredette, out of 
Beecher, Illinois, was a close fourth, and 
he stopped and asked if everyone was 
okay. They were, but Sampson's brake 
pedal was bent, which would eventually 
cause him to drop back to sixth overall 
after he got stuck in a mudhole. 

Smith came into the first gas stop 
with a one-minute lead, to which he 
would add as the race progressed. 

“I had a fun day,” said the GNCC 
champion. “On the first lap, I was kind 
of laying back, because I don’t take air if 
I don't know what's on the other side. It 
might be a hole."

“It was a pretty good course," said 
multi-time ISDE gold medalist Fredette, 
second overall with a time of five hours, 
16 minutes - three minutes off the pace. 
"The woods were nice and flowing and 
you could get a nice rhythm. The fields 
were nice, too, though - you could 
almost rest up." 

Yamaha rider Jesse Klimek, fourth 
overall, was five minutes off the pace at 
the first gas stop. Klimek needed this 
race to win the overall series champi- 
onship, but he came up five points 
short. 

Fifth overall on the day and one 
minute behind Klimek was David Stick- 
el. The Honda rider rode the last lap and 
a half on a flat rear Trelleborg tire. 

“I think it was flat," said Stickel. 
“When I tried to add air, there wasn't 
any valve stem." 

"Most of the little creeks were dried 
up, and the woods, as expected, were 
tight, but it was the pace that made this 
a hard run," said Kawasaki rider Ron 
Whipple, winner of the Vet A class, who 
finished in five hours and 54 minutes. 

Yamaha rider Dave Edsall, former 
District 17 Hare Scrambles champion, 
finished second with some good old 
American inventiveness bordering on 
that of Rube Goldberg. His shift lever 
would not stay up and each time he 
shifted it was time lost, trying to get his 








boot under the lever. Dave used three 
rubber bands and a hunk of wire as a 
temporary fix. 

“I had to do something," said Dave. 
"The woods were too tight to mess 
around with that lever." 

Kevin Diamond, the A-class winner 
with a time of five hours, 58 minutes, had 
to scramble to get under the 3 p.m. shut- 
off. Any rider not through the barrels by 
3 o'clock was not allowed to go out for 
the third lap. Diamond and Whipple 
were the only riders outside the Pros 
who rode three laps. Andrew Hogarty 
and Brian Witt were second and third in 
the A class but didn't make the cut-off. 

"There was some guy, don't know 
who he was," said Curtis Arpp, third in 
the Vet A class, “who was going like a 
bat out of hell. He would pass me and 
then blow a corner, and I would go 
around. Then he would pass me again, 
then fall down: The guy was his own 
worst enemy. Ya got to make friends 
with the trail - there’s over a hundred 
miles of it.” CN

REDDING, CA, OCT. 31 

TM /Maxxis rider Patrick Gar- 
rahan held true to his well- 
known swift and unwavering 
ium style and walked away with the 
23rd annual Buckhorn Enduro overall 
trophy. The round eight event of D36's 
Northern California Enduro Series was 
held at the Gene Chappie Shasta Dam 
OHV Park a few miles north of Red- 
ding, California. 

Rain, just four days before the event, 
put an end to the dry grounds of North- 
ern California and ideal course condi- 
tions gave riders an overdue relief from 
the extreme dust they endured during 
several preceding races. 





The event hosts, the Redding Dirt: 


Riders, sent 112 riders onto a two-loop, 
nearly 90-ground-mile course that was 
designed by RDR's Duayne Loucks and 
his course crew. 

Riders left the start and worked their 
way around a short MX track before 
heading onto the trails of loop one. Fast 
trails, creek crossings and dry creek 
beds led riders to the first check, which 
was zeroed by nearly all of the A and B 
classes. 

The test section that followed was the 
first part of the course to take any points 
from the riders. ISDE Gold Medalist 
Garrahan emerged from the steep, tight 
and technical test section, which includ- 
ed "The Ravine" - a steep trail with off- 
camber turns, at check two with the best 
time of 3.196. 

Second fastest, with 3.201, was ISDE 
Junior Trophy Team member Craig 
Wesner. The other riders all dropped 4 
or more points.

Miles later, at 
check four, Wesner 
was the only rider to 
lose just 1 point. Gar- 
rahan and several 
other riders dropped 
twos, and Wesner 
took the lead. 

At the gas stop, a 
few yards past the 
fifth check, riders 
chattered about the 
tremendous course 
conditions and com- 
pared scores. Some 
chuckled about the 
well-hidden check 
that was placed 
behind the bushes at 
the bottom of the hill 
going into gas, and 
were happy they 
didn't burn it. 

Wesner's leading 
scorecard showed 
4.201, and Garra- 
han's was next, list- 
ing 5.196. Damien 
Galford was in third 
with 6.236, and Tim 
J. Stowe's 6.241 fol- 
lowed. 

Three more riders were also in the 
hunt with scores of six. Matt Wallace 
had 6.254, Brian Butler's 6.264 was sixth 
and Ty Spooner was only one second 
later with 6.265. 

"The conditions are so great because 
of the rain" KTM/Maxxis/LE/WER- 
sponsored Garrahan said. "It's a plea- 
sure to ride a course with traction like 
this." 

Team Green/Cycle Pro of Santa 
Ros/Faultline Suspension-backed Wes- 


ner echoed similar sentiments, adding, 
"The ground is epic. It's such a break to 
be out of the dust." 

After gas, riders took a fast fire road 
to check six, the check-in for a long spe- 
cial test and a course split for the A/B 
and C classes. 

"From the fire road there was a sharp 
turn into a section about 300 yards long 
of large, slick and loose rocks in a creek 
bed,” Woodland Cycle's Suzuki /Scott / 
FMF-supported Stowe said. "It was 
gnarly." 

A 3-mile climb up "Rattlesnake 
Ridge," with its steep technical trails fol- 
lowed, and then a tight rocky downhill, 
"The Vortex," led riders to the "Black 
Hole." 

Near the end of the test was a new 
trail, “The Little Big Man” - a steep, off- 
camber downhill that had switchbacks so 
tight some riders had to get off their bikes 
and push them to get around the corners. 

Garrahan breezed through the test, 
netting the low score of 2.113. "It was a 
good, long test," Garrahan said. "I was 
able to make up time and get ahead." 

Spooner, who was on the same 





minute as Garrahan, clocked the second 
best time with 3.176. "It felt good to 
know I was only about 50 feet behind 
Pat," Fator's Suzuki-KTM/Cycle Gear/ 
Answer-sponsored Spooner said. "This 
time, he never got completely out of my 
sight." 

Butler, Stowe and Galford checked 
out of the test with scores of 4.214, 4.215 
and 4.216. 

Wesner crashed a couple of times in 
the test. 

“I had some problems," Wesner said, 








"and I just didn't go fast enough to hold 
on to my lead." He dropped 4.219. 

"The club did a great job with both of 
the tests," G & B Kawasaki /Faultline 
Suspension / Motul-backed Galford said. 
"They knew exactly how to push us. 
The tests were set so the fastest guy on 
the minute would just make it, and the 
rest couldn't." 

Three checks later at the finish, the 
final scores came in. Garrahan sat in first 
with 8.309, Wesner was second with 
8.420 and Spooner's 10.441 was good for 
third. Galford ranked fourth with 
11.452, followed by Stowe's fifth-place 
11.456. 

Butler's score totaled 11.478, giving 
him sixth and a strong hold on the series 
lead, while Wallace's 11.498 put him 
seventh. 

Rounding out the top ten were Jason 
Howe, Mike Pascarella, and Glenn Mar- 
tinson. 

The Dirt Riders scored the event 
quickly, waited for the protest period to 
end, and the club president, Rick Bows- 
er, passed out trophies and congratulat- 
ed the winners. 

"With conditions like we had," Wes- 


ner said, "there's no way we could have 
had a bad day." CN

MARYSVILLE, CA, OCT. 23-24 

2 eam Suzuki's R.J. Thompson took 
i charge of the 125cc Intermediate 
Æ division, controlling all four motos 

en route to the CMC SunStar Sprockets / 

Trans-Cal National championship. 

Thompson and many other competi- 
tors converged at Marysville Riverfront 
Park and found the track mostly 
unchanged from the previous year. 

“The track was exactly like this last 
year,” Thompson said. “It’s kind of an 
advantage for racers who live and prac- 
tice here, so I really had to be on top of it 
this weekend." 

Riders from the Northern California, 
Southern California and Pacific North- 
west regions faced off against one another 
to determine the overall series champions. 

"You are awarded points on a per- 
moto basis," said CMC director of com- 
petition, Sondra Peters. “It’s possible for 
racers to come here with a third- or 
fourth-place finish from his or her par- 
ticular region and still pull off the cham- 
pionship." 

For Thompson, it was a fitting end to 
his season - and, perhaps, a great begin- 
ning for his new Suzuki ride. 

"Well," said Thompson, "Joe Root 
from Simi Valley Cycles got things 
rolling. Then Cole Gress at American 
Suzuki put together a package that was 
exactly what we needed to get our job 
done... that is, to win." 

However, Thompson almost didn't 
make it to the race - at least in one piece. 

"My mechanic rolled our pickup 
truck on the way here," he said. "A bot- 
tle of water started rolling on the dash, 
and when he grabbed for it, he turned 
the wheel. Next thing you know, we 
were doing flips." 

Fortunately, nobody was seriously 
injured, and they were able to flip the 
-vehicle back over, pick up the pieces 
and continue on to Marysville. 

Thompson's mission this week was 
clear: to win as many motos as possible 
and take the title. 

"Most of the races, I started about 
third and passed everyone by the end of 
the first lap," said Thompson. "I think I 
just had better lines than most of them." 

Thompson did, however, have one 
moto. in which he had to put his head 
down and do some racing. 

"Actually," he recounted, "in my first 
125cc Intermediate moto of the week, I 
gated about 13th. The starter moved the 
board, and when I looked down, the 
gate had already dropped." 

Thompson charged through the pack 
with authority and kept the spectators 
in suspense right down to the finish, 
where he passed local ace Randy Nor- 
man on the final lap to score the win. 

“It really feels good to come to some- 
one else's local track and win all four 
motos for Suzuki," Thompson said. 
"Tim McAdams was here and really 
helped out a lot all week long. It sure 
makes a big difference when you have 
quality people helping out." 

Another racer who had a nearly per- 
fect weekend was little Chris Plouffe, 
who also won all four motos in the Pee 
Wee (4-6) division. Like Thompson, 
Plouffe led three of his four races from 
wire to wire, but he too had to work 
hard in one of them. 

“One race, I crashed into a few riders 





who fell down in the older Pee Wee 
race," Plouffe explained, "but I was able 
to pass everyone back - even the leader - 
because I was able to double to the top 
of the tabletop and he didn't." 

Plouffe went on to take the series 
title, ahead of up-and-comer Tanner 
Krahenbuhl, whose lightning-fast Cobra 
was in the hunt all weekend long. 

Billy Payne was the weekend's top 
Pro, winning three out of four Pro class- 
es during the weekend, losing only the 
125cc Pro class on Sunday, to his team- 
mate Brett Racine. 

Tallon Volland made a guest appear- 
ance and debuted his new Kawasaki 
ride by winning the first motos of both 
the 125cc and 250cc Pro classes on Satur- 
day. But he departed as quickly as he'd 
arrived, citing an aggravated wrist 
injury as his reason for not completing 
the rest of Saturday's or Sunday's races. 

In the end, Billy Payne took his 
Thousand Oaks-backed Kawasaki to a 
pair of class championships and the title 
of the Trans-Cal's top Pro. CN

24 
he 14th round of the Virginia 
T championship Hare Scramble 
Series was held on a weekend per- 
fect for riding.

Greer nicked a tree at 
high velocity and was sent off the trail, 
allowing Edmondson to take back the

lead. Kawasaki rider Daniel Morrison 
gained on Greer and they battled for 
second. Greer bounced off a few trees, 
and Morrison slid by him to chase after 
Edmondson. Morrison and Edmondson 
swapped the lead a few times during 
the last lap, with Morrison taking con- 
trol. In the last section, Edmondson's 
attempt to retake the lead was thwarted 
when a lapped rider pulled over for 
Morrison but jumped out in front of 
Edmondson. Morrison came through 
the finish barrels with the overall win, 
and Edmondson was second. Greer 
pulled it together to finish third. 

Andrew Williams came around the 
corner in first in the 200cc A class. 
Williams was quickly overtaken by 
Husqvarna rider David White, who set a 
blistering pace to take the class win. 
Meanwhile, Kawasaki rider Chad Park- 
er battled with Williams for second. At 
the huge uphill, Williams hesitated to 
scope out a good line. Parker plowed by 
and used the line he had found on the 
previous day’s hike around the course. 
Parker got comfortable in second until 
the last checkpoint, when he saw Yama- 
ha rider Bryan Happle out of the corner 
of his eye. Parker turned it up a notch 
and came through the finish in second. 
Happle came through the barrels in 
third. 

Kawasaki rider Tony Deal and Suzu- 
ki rider Travis Jones were banging han- 
dlebars coming out of the whoops and 
onto the tabletop of the motocross 
course. By the end of the first lap, Deal 
was in control of the lead, with Honda 
rider David Ashley and Jones right 
behind him. Deal took what he thought 
was a quicker inside line on a small 
bridge crossing, but he had to pape the 
brakes to make the hard turn back onto 
the course, which slowed him down just 
enough for Ashley to slide by on the 
fourth-lap. Deal’s rear tire was trashed 
by a rocky creek bed, ending his race 
prematurely. 

Jones took up the charge, getting 
within six seconds of Ashley. However, 
Jones’ attempts were spoiled by the 
huge uphill. Jones picked his bike up off 
the hillside and recovered in time to 
take second. Yamaha rider Randall Elli- 
son rode consistently for third. 

Yamaha rider Eric Hytinen stretched 
out a comfortable lead in the Four- 
Stroke A-class start. Soon after, he 
stalled in the woods, and Yamaha rider

Hytinen caught Solinger on the 
motocross track and stalled out in the 
woods, letting Solinger by again. During 
the third lap, Hytinen took the alternate 
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route around the huge uphill while 
Solinger took his chances on the 
straight-up line. Solinger bobbled at the 
top, allowing Hytinen to pass. On the 
last lap, the same scenario was played 
out, except that Hytinen bobbled on the 
steep uphill and Solinger made the pass 
by using the alternate route. Solinger 
finished first, with Hytinen second. 
Yamaha rider Mike Capewell battled 
with Honda rider Tommy Ashley for 
third. Capewell took an inside line on an 
uphill, while Ashley took the outside. 
When Capewell looked over and saw a 
bike and some feet flying beside him, he 
knew he had third. 

Danny Morrison got an early Vet A- 
class lead off the start, pushing ahead of 
the competition in the motocross sec- 
tion. Yamaha rider Montie Orr caught 
Morrison inside the woods and took 
control of the lead. Within another few 
miles, Yamaha-mounted Glen Holcomb 
also passed Morrison, and he began to 
chase down Orr. Holcomb found Orr 
behind a thick group of lapped riders, 
so he went bushwhacking to get around 
the crowd, leaving Orr behind. Holcomb 
took the Vet A-class win. Orr took sec- 
ond, and Morrison came in third. 

Kawasaki rider Donald Morrow took 
the Four-Stroke B-class holeshot and led 
for the first two laps but tangled with a 
Vet B rider on the huge uphill. Honda 
riders Jeff Woody and Simon Wilson 
took the alternate, leaving Morrow 
stuck on the side of the hill. Morrow 
recovered and picked up the pace, chas- 
ing down Wilson and Woody. Wilson 
let him by, and Morrow set his sights on 
Woody, who also let him by. Morrow 


took first place, and Woody finished in 


second. Wilson finished third. 

In the Vet B class, Honda rider Gene 
Greer passed the pack to take the first- 
lap lead. Greer let Honda rider Andy 
Phillips take the lead up the huge uphill 
so he could check out Phillips’ choice of 
lines. Greer latched on to Phillips’ rear 
fender as they charged up the hill, but 
lost momentum near the top. With 
Greer sprawled out at the bottom of the 
hill, Phillips stretched out his lead. KTM 
rider Christopher Main tried to catch 
Phillips on the final laps, but Phillips 
held on and came in first. Main came in 
second. KTM rider Gary Proffit worked 
his way through the pack for third. 

Honda rider Daniel Parker pulled the 
holeshot in the Mini class. Kawasaki 
rider Chris Cooper grabbed a handful of 
throttle over a tabletop, passing Parker 
in midair. Once Cooper hit the ground, 
he kept the throttle pinned and stayed 
in the lead all four laps to the finish. 
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por qu ae ee, 
Kawasaki rider Mike Sharp made a 
move on Parker in a bermed corner in 
the field section. Sharp tried to catch 
Cooper but settled for second at the fin- 
ish. Kawasaki rider Wade Sexton made 
an impressive charge for third. 

Jessica Morrison left the pack behind 
in the Women's class and never looked 
back. Morrison held a four-minute lead 
over the second-placed rider, Kawasaki 
rider Christine Blake. Blake latched on 
to Suzuki rider Elissa Morton's rear 
fender in the motocross section and 
made a pass within the first mile to take 
control of second. Mortoft and Suzuki- 
mounted Jennifer Canada battled back 
and forth for third, with Morton claim- 
ing it at the finish. 

Kawasaki rider Preston Blake was 
the first mini pilot to hit the jumps on 
the motocross section, and he took the 
lead going into the woods. Blake missed 
a turn, and R.J. Ferguson came flying by 
to grab the lead. For the rest of the race, 
Ferguson went uncontested. Blake 
slowed for lapped traffic on the last lap, 
allowing Yamaha rider Greg Creech to 
get by. Creech came in second, and 
Blake finished third. CN

Cook concocts a championship

PORTLAND, OR, OCT. 10 

Amassing the most overall points this year, 
David Cook earned the number-one plate for the 
2000 racing season. At the beginning of the day 
at Portland International Raceway, Cook had a 
scant seven-point lead over competitor Rob Car- 
penter. Cook knew he needed to stay up front in 
his four classes in order to maintain his overall 
lead. Admittedly nervous, Cook said the cham- 
pionship depended on his “being patient and 
not doing anything stupid.” 

After his win in the 600cc Superbike class, 
his first class, he felt he had locked in a good 
cushion and that from then on he “just needed 
to finish in the top five.” Number two overall 
went to Alan Schmidt, while Rob Carpenter 
ended the season in third. 

In 600cc Superbike action, Schmidt, aboard a 
Kawasaki ZX6R, jumped out into the lead, fol- 
lowed down the straight by Carpenter and Cook, 
both astride Yamaha Rós. The fourth spot was 
occupied by Team Green Kawasaki's Mike Sulli- 
van, who was followed by Mark Lorentz on an 
R6. These top five riders formed a train that broke 
away early on from the remaining 23 riders in the 
field. After several position changes, Cook came 
out on top, followed by Schmidt and Sullivan. 

Schmidt also nabbed the holeshot in the 
600cc Supersport class, followed down the 
straight by Cook and Sullivan. These three 
stayed glued together during the 10-lap event, 
exchanging positions nine times. Schmidt 
arrived at the finish line first, followed by Cook 
and Sullivan. 

Aboard his R1, Cook leaped out in front in 
the Open Supersport event, followed by Sulli- 
van, on his ZX9, and Mike Mitchell, also on an 
R1. Mitchell drafted and passed Sullivan down 
the straight on the second lap but couldn't make 
the pass stick, and Sullivan flew by on the 
brakes going into turn one. The next time 
aroffhd, Mitchell waited until the end of the 
straight to attempt the pass on Sullivan, but he 
was again denied by the brakemaster. Sullivan 
went on to pass Cook for the lead between turns 
two and three. The positions stayed the same 
until lap seven, when Sullivan almost tossed it 
away in turn seven, allowing both Cook and 
Mitchell to fly by. Sullivan managed to get back 
around them both at the end of the straight on 
lap nine, and he held on for the win.

Jeringan jams at REM 
Saturday Motocross

Honda rider Jason Jeringan used a bit of good 
fortune and a determined second-moto ride to 
take the overall honors in the hotly contested 
125cc Beginner division during round five of 
Racing Enterprises Motorsports' Glen Helen Fall 
Saturday Motocross series, sponsored by RK 
Chains and AMP Research Bed X-Tender. 

In moto one, Kawasaki jockey Bryan Haase 
absconded with the holeshot. Jeringan shoved 
his CR125 into second, while Yamaha pilot Ryan 
Amaradio ran third. When the racers came out 
of the back section for the first time, the top five 
spots were filled out by Chris Herrin and Skip 
Benedict. On the second lap, Amaradio took 
over second. Herrin hit the dirt on the next lap, 
allowing Benedict to move up and Yamaha- 
mounted Jayson Lubben to take over fifth. Out 
front, Haase was steady with the lead, though 
Amaradio was beginning to inch toward him. 

By halfway, Jeringan had closed to make it a 
three-way battle for the lead. For the next two 
laps, the riders rode in tight formation, less than 
a second apart. With two laps to go, Amaradio 
tried to slip inside of Haase in a tight right-hand 
corner; the two riders came together and then 
bailed off their machines. Jeringan zipped by the 
carnage to take over the lead. Amaradio was 
first to remount, and he still held second. Haase 
got going just in front of Benedict to hold down 
third. Jeringan rode mistake-free on the last lap 
to take the moto win. Amaradio settled for sec- 
ond, while Haase rolled in third. Benedict 
claimed fourth, and Lubben was fifth. 

In moto two, Haase again took the holeshot. 
Amaradio again gated well and held down sec- 
ond, and Jeringan rode in third. Lubben rode in 
fourth, and Herrin was fifth as the pack com- 
pleted the first lap. Haase immediately opened 
up a one-second lead, while Jeringan closed on 
Amaradio and hounded him, looking to make 
the pass. On the fourth lap, Jeringan finally 
found a way to make a pass on Amaradio stick, 
and he moved up to second and began applying 
pressure on Haase for the lead. After a poor 
start, Benedict came from way back and went 
around Herrin for fifth. Lubben was still riding 
hard in fourth, right behind the lead pack. 

With two laps to go, Jeringan had closed to 
within two bike lengths of Haase, and when the 
white flag came out, he was looking to make the 
pass for the win. Haase did what he could, but 
Jeringan was relentless, and he forged past 
Haase on the last lap to take the moto win. : 
Lubben also made a last-lap pass, pushing Ama- - 
radio back to fourth. Benedict came in fifth. 5 

Jeringan's 1-1 finishes earned him the overall 
win on the day. Haase finished up in second 
with his 3-2 tally, while Amaradio claimed third 
after going 2-4. Lubben was fourth after posting 
5-3 rides, and Benedict's 4-5 finishes earned him 
fifth.

Ward takes charge at REM 
Saturday Motocross

At round four of Racing Enterprises Motor- 
sports' AMP Research/RK Chain-sponsored 
Glen Helen Fall Saturday Motocross Series, 
Vertemati-mounted Gordon Ward handily won 
both motos in the challenging Combined Pro 
contest for the overall victory. 

At the start of the first moto, Terry Fowler 
got the holeshot. Ward rode in second, while 
Willy Musgrave had his KTM running in third, 
ahead of Tim Sharp and Kevin Townsend. Over 
the first two laps, Fowler stretched out a one- 
second lead on Ward in second, while Mus- 
grave, in third, kept the front-running duo in 
sight.

Fowler was a close 
second, while Musgrave was able to fend off the 
late charge of Townsend, who had moved up to 
take fourth.

When the second moto left the line, Fowler 
was again out front, ripping a nice holeshot. In 
what must be considered an uncommon sight in 
any race, the rare, Italian-built Vertemati 503cc 
thumpers filled out two of the top three posi- 
tions, as Sharp had his black machine in second, 
while Ward ran in third. Musgrave again gated 
well, as he held down fourth, ahead of 
Townsend, at the end of lap one. 

On lap three, Ward passed both Sharp and 
Fowler to take over the lead. Once out front, 
Ward immediately established a two-second 
cushion. Fowler still rode in second, while Sharp 
remained steady in third. During the second half 
of the moto, it appeared that Fowler was begin- 
ning to inch back up to Ward, which would 
have set up an exciting battle for the overall.

reported a noticeable increase in the overall 
grades of the kids in the program.

Hamel pummels ‘em

The Tank Slappers MC decided to run the sixth 
race of the MRANN series on the same weekend 
as the Vegas-to-Reno race, the intention being to 
entice some of the factory racers to the event, 
which is held only 45 minutes from Reno. Howev- 
er, the 500-plus-mile race the day before was too 
grueling, and most of the racers were just too tired 
to attend the 125-mile, 90-percent virgin Hare and 
Hound. Nevertheless, that didn’t stop DH Rac- 
ing’s Dave Hamel from pocketing the cash and 
the overall win on a sunny, dust-filled day. 

Due to the dry conditions, the start was criti- 
cal, and Ryan Johnson took the early lead with 
Hamel, Mike Baxter, Josh Wilson and Mike Seel- 
iger following. Shane Esposito didn’t make it 
past the smoke bomb, as his KX500 vapor- 
locked. As the leaders came into the first pits, 
they had one big obstacle to overcome - the free- 
way culvert crossing. This was difficult for a few 
reasons: It was 40 yards long; riders had to push 
their bikes through deep sand; the bars on most 
bikes barely cleared the ceiling; it was pitch 
black. To say the least, it was a topic of much 
discussion after the race. 

As the bikes emerged from under the free- 
way, Johnson was leading, followed closely by 
Baxter and Hamel. The first amateur, Shawn 
Smith, was in the middle of the Experts. The sec- 
ond loop was shorter and, with bikes spreading 
out, passing was easier. As they entered the pits 
the second time, Baxter was in the lead, with 
Johnson and Hamel on his tail. A front flat 
ruined Baxter's chances for the overall. 

The Over 30 leader, Seeliger, crashed, which 
let Marty Kennedy grab the Vet lead. Steve 
Tichenor was running sixth overall, first 250cc 
Expert. The Four-Stroke class was close, with 
Emit Taylor and Rich Barker only seconds apart. 

Smith moved into the top 20, first Open Ama- 
teur. Due to the rough conditions and the length 
of the third loop, the Novices finished after two 
loops. Bobby Garrison took the overall Novice 
win, continuing his dominance of the class. 

Midway through the last section, the riders 
faced another obstacle - Searle's Canyon. The pres- 
ident of the Tank Slappers, Greg Searle, ran the 
course down a waterfall section about 5 miles long 
with more cliffs than flat ground. By this point, 
Hamel had passed Johnson for the lead. He almost 
gave it up when he went over the bars going down 
a steep waterfall. Fortunately, he was able to 
remount and race to the finish. Hamel crossed the 
line first overall and $1700 richer. A close second 
went to Johnson, followed by Wilson, Baxter and 
Nick Fain. Sixth overall and first 250cc Expert went 
to Tichenor, with his RMS teammate Dennis Bel- 
ingheri right behind. Kennedy grabbed first Over 
30 Expert, and Gil Grieves finished first Over 38 
Expert. Smith led the Amateurs to the finish, and 
Randy Batt won the 250cc Amateur class.

Carter lands win at 
DBMX season finale

LONDON, KY, OCT. 24 
At the Throttle Jockey-backed Daniel Boone MX 
season finale, J.R. Carter earned the overall in 














the Unlimited Amateur class and second in the 
125cc B class. 

In the first Unlimited Amateur moto, Town 
& Country Yamaha/Pro Action of Kentucky / 
Murray Paving-sponsored Kory Cunningham 
led the pack around turn one, pursued by Don- 
nie Adams, Carter and J.T. Smith. Adams held 
his throttle open and he and Cunningham rode 
in unison. Adams opted for an outside line and 
filed by Cunningham to take the lead. Adams 
then stretched his lead to secure the moto win 
two laps before the checkered. Meanwhile, the 
ProLong/Suspension Plus/Bridgestone-backed 
Carter closed the distance to second-place Cun- 
ningham. Smith, in fourth, went down. The 
Gary's Honda/CMA /FMF-sponsored Smith got 
back under way, but his throttle stuck, causing 
him to be thrown from his machine. His bike 
went out of control and came to rest against a 
fence, breaking his handlebars, and he did not 
finish. Cunningham dropped to third, and 
Carter took second. 

Still fired up from his first-moto perfor- 
mance, Adams accelerated off the gate in moto 
two, with Carter, Smith and Cunningham giving 
chase. Adams and Carter dueled for the front 
spot, with Carter taking the lead on the final lap 
and hanging on to it for the moto win. Adams 
finished second, with Smith and Cunningham 
taking third and fourth. 

Haydon Outdoor/Colston Paving-backed 
Matt Colston was the early leader in the first 
Supermini round. Ryan Pawley took charge on 
lap one, followed by Robbie Gray and Matt 
Smith. Gray maneuvered his machine by Pawley 
in the second lap. Pawley tried. to recover his 
position, continually pressuring Gray and final- 
ly retaking first on the final lap. 

Brandon Durbeck charged off the gate in 
moto two, chased by Pawley, Colston and 
Dustin Rowe. Gray was in last place. Pawley 
attempted to pass Durbeck on the second lap 
but let off the gas. Durbeck led until the final 
lap, when Pawley made his move to take the 
moto win and the overall class win. 

Scott Cravens won both 125cc A motos with 
ease, but he had to work harder for his win in 
the 250cc A class. Daniel Nelson was the early 
leader in the first 250cc A round, with Cravens 
second. On the second lap, Cravens went down 
on the inside of a turn, allowing two riders to 
get by. Cravens remounted and moved back up 
to third. Meanwhile, Nelson had his work cut 
out for him, as Indiana's Donald Baker powered 
by, stealing the lead for the moto win. Nelson 
had to settle for second, with Cravens third. 

Cravens won the second moto for the overall 
win, while London's Kevin Black finished sec- 
ond. Nelson filed by in third, and Baker did not 
start.

MILAN, TN, OCT. 24 
Young William DeVault’s father unexpectedly 
passed away less than a week before the event. 

“His daddy would have wanted him to 
race,” Devault’s mother told another rider’s 
mom. “He'll be okay.” 

William DeVault was not okay. He was 
inspired. Never before had he raced with so 
much drive, desire and focus. 

In moto one of the 85cc Supermini class, 
DeVault came out of the first corner in third, 
behind Yamaha-mounted Jared Arnold and 
Suzuki rider Kenny Dale Orr. For the first two 
laps of the five-lap moto, the trio rode fender to 
fender, digging through the treacherous red 
sand and taking flight over the monstrous jumps 
of TNT’s mile-long circuit. DeVault, sitting in 
third, never missed a beat. 

On lap three, Orr, in second, attempted to 
make a move on Arnold in a steeply banked 
curve. The sand gave way and Orr went down. 
DeVault took second and set his sights on 
Arnold, guiding his lean, green machine 
through the twisting and turning, rising and 
falling gullies. Before he knew it, Arnold was 
wiping red sand from his goggles and shaking 
his head - DeVault had moved his Kawasaki 
into first. 

With an abundance of style and a graceful 
smoothness, young DeVault made pulling away 
from the rest of the riders seem as effortless as if 
he were on a cruise through the pasture where 
his father first taught him to ride. 

DeVault raced a total of 28 miles that Sunday 
afternoon under clear, cobalt-blue skies. He took 
home the first-place trophy in the 85cc Supermi- 
ni class and the third-place trophy in the School- 
boy class - for his father. CN

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from Frenchman Arnaud Vincent, 
the winner this year in Catalunya, 
every 125cc Grand Prix since the end of 
1996 has been won by either an Italian 
or a Japanese rider. One class up, and 
Olivier Jacque’s 250cc GP win in the 
final 1999 race in Argentina was the first 
since 1997, 

Jacque is also French, but that is 
beside the point. The Italian/Japanese 
control of the smallest class in particular 
is all but complete, a fact only under- 
lined by the anomaly that this year the 
smallest GP class has a Spanish World 
Champion. 

Emilio Alzamora won the title with- 
out winning a race all year, the first per- 
son to achieve this dubious distinction 
since his countryman Manuel Herreros 
(a.k.a. “Horrendous” on account of a 
highly unusual construction of facial 
features) became the last 80cc World 
Champion in 1989. 

This has as much to do with the way 
the points are added up than anything 
else. Consistency is rewarded more than 
erratic race winners, and for various rea- 
sons both third-placed Masao Azuma 
(Japanese) and second-placed Marco 
Melandri (Italian), who each won five 
times during the year, missed out at 
enough other races to let the older Span- 
ish Honda rider get ahead. 

You might say there is no justice, and 
certainly Melandri, who became the 
youngest-ever GP winner at just 15 last 
year, would agree with you. Especially 
after he was fined 10,000 Swiss Francs 
for “irresponsible riding” after his 
strange behavior on the last lap of the 
last GP of this year, when he slowed 
right up not (he insisted) to try and 
knock Alzamora down, though he 
almost did so, but instead to give a 
chance for his countryman Roberto 
Locatelli to catch up and get into second 
place. 

This is a legitimate tactic. His mistake 
was to leave it much too late in the race, 
and to make it obvious. It was an imma- 
ture performance, but then what do you 
expect from a rider who has the world 
at his feet at the age of just 16? Many

times it's been observed that Melandri's 


race tactics show an old head on young 
shoulders, so it was only a matter of 
time before he would prove he was real- 
ly just a young kid under an even 
younger hairstyle. 

Melandri is, of course, just a rather 
remarkable tip of an iceberg. He's fol- 
lowing on from Valentino Rossi, 125cc 
World Champion at just 18, while he has 
another 16-year-old, Manuel Poggiali, 
on his heels. The Japanese riders, bang- 
ing fairings in what is often the most 
exciting race of the day, tend to be older, 
though you wouldn't think so from the 
way the likes of Nobbie Ueda and 
Youichi Ui ride. So just what is it about 
Italy and Japan that produce one top 
125cc rider after another? 

Well, it's facile but true enough to 
say that the Japanese have stature (or 
lack of it) on their side. Size is important 
on a 125, but not that important, as the 
giraffe-like double-'99 GP winner Gian- 
luigi Scalvini demonstrates; while pint- 
sized Max Sabbatani is only a now-and- 
then scorer, barely in the top 20 of the 
championship. Mind you, he does have 
to carry ballast so he and his bike can 
reach the minimum weight limit. 

The answer is even simpler. They 
start them young. Both nations have 
thriving mini-moto races open to young 
kids (they call them pocket bikes in 
Japan), in the same way that America 
did at just the right time for riders like 
Eddie Lawson and Wayne Rainey, lead- 
ing on by the time they are teenagers to 
serious national youth championships, 
starting with "sport production" 125s 
but moving rapidly onto GP tackle. In 
this way talent is quickly discovered, 
easily nurtured, and rapidly developed. 
With the obvious results. 

Melandri is currently the shiniest. 
Riding an A-kitted Honda with at least a 
smattering of factory support (though 
neither Aprilia nor Honda actually run 
any full works bikes in the smallest 
class), it may seem he has had an easy 
route to the top. Especially since he 
enjoys the financial patronage of Mauro 
Benetton, of that ilk, and has as his men- 
tor former GP winner Loris Reggiani, the

man who took Aprilia into racing and 
won them their first GP, back in 1987. 

Loris, who retired only six years ago 
himself, used to race against Melandri's 
father, and they live close by. He 
watched him racing mini motos, so 
when at the age of 12 he asked Loris for 
a run on a 125 Production Sport Aprilia 
he had knocking around, he was will- 
ing, even though: "I laughed, because he 
looked about nine and his feet couldn't 
touch the ground." 

It was his first time on a full-sized 
bike, and after a couple of hours he was 
less than two seconds off the class lap 
record. "There was no mystery. It was 
easy for me to know he was really some- 
thing special." 

This is the point. Melandri isn't 
where he is just because there's a lot of 
tiddler racing in Italy, or because he has 
influential friends. Nothing but talent 
can ultimately shine in a national series 


where there are 40 or 50 local entrants 
for every Sport Production race, in the 
same way that nothing but talent can 
ensure the sort of success he has had in 
only his second year in GP racing. 

The easy thing would be to insist 
most vehemently that something similar 
should be put into motion right away in 
all other countries, but of course it is 
never that simple. After all, people have 
to want to do it, from riders to suppliers 
of the machines. And for some reason in 
the U.S. as in most other places, nobody 
takes 125 racing seriously. Riders swarm 
to race 600 and 750 four-strokes instead, 
leaving a small band of tiddler devotees 
who are not really going anywhere. 

It should be a good nursery class for 
the likes of Jason di Salvo, but when the 
world-class guys (teenagers or not) get 
going, he and his peers are left looking 
like a bunch of rookies. 

Sad, but true. CN
